The nationality of the five passen- 
gers was not definitely determined 
tonight, but it was believed that 
they were all English. The pilot 
and mechanic were French. Physi- 
cians stated, that the charred bodies 
of three men and two women were 
taken from the cabin, but the 
French air union in Paris issued a 
statement saying that it was believ- 
ed that there were two men and 
three women aboard. 


Woman Alive After Crash. 


The names of the passengers as 
given out by the line with the char- 
acterization, ‘‘probably  correct,”’ 
were as follows: 

Gertrude Hall, Margaret Stain- 
ton, Flora Parker, L. Hamilton and 
Joseh Noble. 

The addresses, however, were not 
available. 

At least one of the women pas- 
sengers was alive when the plane 
struck the ground. She died while 
the ovérséér of a nearby farm 
struggled unsuccessfully to_rescue 
her. The woman’s terrified face 
could be seen through the roaring 
flames. She was clutching her 
purse desperately. Before the over- 
seer could get to her, she was ob- 
scured by the flames and smoke. 


Afire When 400 Feet Up. 


Edwards Sands, the overseer, 
told a correspondent for the Asso- 
ciated Press that he saw the plane 
burst into flames near the tail when 
about 400 feet in the air. It dived 
to earth. The crash was followed 
by two explosions and flames 30 


feet high shot into the air, envelop= 


ing the wreckage and making it 
impossible to rescue the passengers 
who were piled in a heap within 
the burning cabin. The pilot was 
thrown several feet in front of the’ 
cockpit, but also was burned to 
death. 

The weather was perfect and the 
cause of the accident had not been 
determined tonight. 

The tragedy is the second cross- 
channel airplane accident in the 
past two months, a plane en route 
from Le Bourget to Croyden ‘crash- 
ing near Folkestone, causing the 
deaths of three persons and the in- 
jury of nine others. One American 
was killed and six others were in- 
jured in this crash. The plane was 
a sister ship to the one which

MAGIC MACHINE SEEKS 
RADIUM WORTH Sd, U6 


Professor Gropes With Elec- 
troscope After Mineral 
Vanishes From Office. 


Somewhere in Washington there 
is a little capsule of radium the size 
of a pea, and Prof. D. H. Kapajian, 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
is looking for it with a funny little | 
instrument. If he ge ts | 
withim 20 feet of it, 
is found. 

Thirty milligrams of powder, 
costing $5,000, and now valued at 
$3,000, and encased in a tiny me- 
tallic and rubber tube, was lost a 
few days ago by Dr. C. Augusta 
Simpson, 1610 Twentieth street 
northwest. Dr. Simpson was treat- 
ing a patient for tumor, and, after 
the patient’s departure, he noticed 
the disappearange of the tube. 

The radium tapsule was a tiny 
thing in its tube, and the patient 
easily could have picked it up unin- 
tentionally with the sweep of his 
coat or hat. It could have dropped 
from the table and been swept up 
with a broom. In fact, it was so 
small 
thousand and one little recesses 
which make up a physician’s office. 

Regardless of the ease with 
which it, might have disappeared, 
the little tube was valuable. Six 
tons of ore were mined to produce 
it. A few years ago the cost almost 
was prohibitive.

Another victory for Atlee Pom- 
erene and Owen J. Roberts, the gov- 
ernment’s special counsel in the oil- 


lease cases, has now paved the way 
for final determination of these 
cases as soon as the Supreme Court 
of the United States has rendered 
its decision in the Pan-American 
civil case, which is to be argued 
before that tribunal tomorrow or 
Tuesday. The District Court of Ap- 
peals yesterday dismissed the spe- 
cial appeals in the Fall-Doheny con- 
spiracy case which attorneys for the 
oil companies had made asking for! 
a review of Judge Wendell P. Staf-| 
ford’s decision, overruling the de- 
murrers in the conspiracy cases. 

The Court of Appeals granted this 
special appeal and set next week 
as the date for argument, but this 
was before the passage of the Walsh 
bill changing the law of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia so that inter- 
locutory orders in criminal cases 
could not be considered by the ap- 
peals court before trial of the case 
on its merits. 

This past action of the Court of 
Appeals came simultaneously with 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States to grant the 
Pan-American’s writ of certiorari 
in the civil case and thereby review 
this case. But the Walsh bill, 
which was made retroactive in or- 
der to apply specifically to the oil 
cases, passed Congress on July 3 
end yesterday’s action by the Dis4 
trict Court of Appeals recognizes 
the validity and mandatory charac- 
ter of the retroactive law. 


May Appeal for Writ. 


An appeal for a writ of certiorari 
may be made to the Supreme Court 
by the counsel for the oil companies 
asking that this highest tribunal 
review the action of the District 
Court of Appeals in dismissing the 
special appeal in response to the 
Walsh bill, which is challenged as 
unconstitutional by the lawyers 
representing the oil men. In the 
event of such an appeal being made, 
the District Court of Appeals will 
be asked to withhold its mandate 
to the lower court announcing dis- 
missal of the appeal and tlearing 
the way for the lower court to pro- 
ceed with trial of the cases. A 
reasonable length of time may be 
requested so that the Supreme 
Court may have an opportunity to 
decide whether or not it will grant 
the writ of certiorari.

But 
the fact that the law is made retro- 
active for the specific purpose of 
taking a particular case out of the 
jurisdiction of the Court of Ap- 
peals, after that court had begun 
consideration of it, has been chal- 
lenged as constituting an uncon- 
stitutional invasion of the rights 
of the judiciary branch by the 
legislative branch of the govern- 
ment. 
, The Court of Appeals yesterday 
dismissed the special appeal with- 
out rendering any opinion as to the 
reasons for its action. In view of 
the passage of the Walsh bill and 
the added fact that the Court of 
Appeals could have taken no other 
action without assuming the bur- 
den of challenging the constitution- 
ality of the bill, the dismissal of

A teachers’ meeting will be held in 
the white schools at 7 o’clock in 
order to complete arrangements for 
the disposition of classes, Mr. Pat- 
terson said, and students are warn- 
ed not to revort until the appointed 
time. 


Overflow Classes. 


In the case of an overflow in any 
class, the class will begin at 6:30 
o’clock at night, Mr. Patterson said. 

The peak enrollment in the night 
schools will not come until some 
time in November. The enrollment 
of the opening night will be in- 
creased by that time from 500 to 
1,000, it is said. An increase of 
about 500 is expected this year over 
last year. 

The students in the majority of 
the schools will get down to study 
immediately, it is, said, although 
study may be deferred until the next 
night in some instances due to the 
necessity of registration. 

Classes in the white schools will 
be conducted at McKinley High 
school, Business High school, Hine 
Junior High school, Jefferson Junior 
High school, the Abbott school, 
which will be vocational, and 
the Park View school. Classes 
in the colored schools will be 
conducted at Dunbar High school, 
Armstrong High school, and. at a 
number of graded schools. 

Grade and high school classes 
will be taught in the McKinley High 
school, Hine Junior High. school, 
and Jefferson Junior High school. 
Classes at Business High school will 
be commercial. Classes at Park 
View school will be general. At 
this school china painting will be 
taught, and also basketry, and thes« 
subjects are expected to attract a 
great number of women. 

Dressmaking and millinery will 
be taught at McKinley High and 
Hine junior, and cooking at Mce- 
Kinley High. Machine shop work 
will be taught at McKinley. Brick- 
laying and automobile repair work 
will be among vocational subjects 
taught in the colored schools. 

According to Mr. Patterson, the 
academic subjects attract the great- 
est enrollment, and those who take 
vocational work usually take aca- 
demic work also. The ages of the 
students range from 16 to 40 years.

An increase of more than $100,- 
000,000 in income tax collections 
for the third quarter over the same 
period last year was reported yes- 
terday by the Treasury, which said 
collections amounted to $536,212,- 
000. 

This was offset, however, by a 
drop of $90,000,000 in miscel- 
laneous tax receipts which resulted 
from the repeal of the capital stock 
levy. These taxes netted $162.,- 
000,000 for the period.

OF WARTIME FLEET 
INTO AUTOMOBILES 


Vessels Bought From U. S. 
Are Taken Apart at Docks 
in Systematic Way. 


USE FOR EVERY PART 
OF CRAFT IS PROVIDED 


Profit in Sricieih Doubted, But 
Company Will Gain 
Trained Builders. 


Detroit, Oct. 2 (By “A. P.).-—A 


1926 version of the business of 
turning swords into plowsharés 
was disclosed in information made 
public today by the Henry Ford in- 
terests here explaining how the nu- 
cleus of the war-time merchant ma- 
rine fleet is rapidly being fed into 
the maw of the Ford industry. 
War-time ships are literally being 
transformed into automobiles, trac- 
tors and implements for use in the 
organization’s variovs enterprises. 
A crew of 500 men, working at 
especially designed dismantling 
docks erected by this gigantic in- 
dustrial concern which taboo waste, 
every other day wreck one of the 
199 steel ships which the Ford in- 
terests purchased of the 800 origi- 
Lally built as the United States- 
Shipping Board’s merchant fleet. 
Thirty-five already have. been dis- 
mantled, and as the’ process is com- 
pleted another crew of 300 men 
move the parts to allotted places 
where they meet a variety of needs. 
Steel and metals are used to make 
automobile parts. Heavy boonts 
and spars go to the lumber mills 


‘to become wheels and automobile 
| bodies. 


Scrap wood and cork afe 
ground for packing purposes. Pip- 
ing, faucets nad plumbing fixtures 
are stored away for some future 
need. Stacks and air pipes are in- 
stalled in various plants. Wooden 
deck materials are made into crates 
and boxes. Even nails are melted 
into pegs. 


Engines Are Used. 


The ships engine’s are sent to 
drive saw mills and generate power 
in the plants while one of them was 
sent to a Ford factory in France. 
Searchlights are sent to light Ford 
aviation fields, and ships, ice plants 
find a use in experimental labora- 
tories. | 

A place for every part and parcel 
of these one-time ocean going ves- 
sels is found some place in the Ford 
organization. 

The wrecking plant at Fordson, 
is a mile-long wharf, constructed 
along the bank of a river which 
runs through the company’s 
grounds. After the tedious process 
of towing the ships from some sea- 
board port where they rested before 
they were destined for junk, is ac- 
complihed, the ‘boat is towed into 
position number 1, where portable 
cranes operating from three sets 


of railroad tracks thks off stacks, 
booms, spars, and upper deck 
‘equipment. The boat is then ad- 
vanced to position No. 2, where 
further deck terial is taken off, 
and so progresses until it reaches 
position No. 12, where nothing but 
a gaping hulk remains. 


Developing Ship Plant. 


Acetylene torches burn out the 
hulk into huge slabs of metal 
which is loaded for the foundary or 


open hearth steel for melting and 
the ship is no more.- The process is 
continuous and as fast as one ship 
‘basses position No. 1, another takes 
its place. 

Whether the Ford organization 
will realize a financial gain on the 
project is still problematical but 
representatives of the company in 
an interview with the associated 
was undertaken more in the nature 
press pointed out that the venture 
of an experiment than with 
idea of realizing financial gain. 

The greatest gain, however, they 
said, will be the development of a 
shipbuilding and dismantling or- 
ganization which will be able to 
care for needs of the Ford freight 
shipping service, which, it was in- 
dicated, maybe extended. 

The men engaged in the work are 
receiving a working knowledge of 
shipbuilding and dismantling which 
probably could be equaled in no 
other manner, and when their pres- 
ent work is completed they will be 
put to work maintaining the Ford 
fleets now operating on the Great 
Lakes and Atlantic. It was vot iIn- 
dicated whether the company pjans 
eventually to build its,own ships. 


Cost of Material. 


The ships being dismantled,which 
range in tonnage from 3,200 ‘tc 
5.500 tons each, were bought by 
the company for scrap for $4.57 4 
ton. The cost of towing them to 
the dismantling wharf increased the 
cost to $8 a ton, while the esti- 
mated dismantling cost of $5 a ton 
makes a total cost of $13 a ton. 
The average market price for scrap 
is $11 a ton. The company’s prob- 
lem in order to at least break even 
on the investment is to realize the 
difference between the cost of the 
merchant vessels and the price for 
which scrap iron could be_ pur- 
chased, by putting to practical use 
every article taken from the dis- 
mantled ships.

Report That Stubs and Guns

Emphatic denial of the report 
that not one of the three bullets, 
extracted from the body of Patrol- 
man Leo W. K. Busch, were dis- 
charged from either of the two pis- 
tols alleged to have been used in 
the fatal shooting and now held by 
police, was made yesterday by In- 
spector Henry G. Pratt, commander 
of the detective bureau. 

Policeman Busch was mortally 
wounded and Polfeceman Frank L. 
Ach was seriously wounded in. a 
gun battle with four bandits at 
Grant circle a week ag@q The four 
bandits, Samuel Marino, Lee Silver- 
blatt, alias Nichols Lee Eagles; 
John F. McCabe and John Proctor, 
have been arrested and will face 
the grand jury this week on charges 
of murder, 

Proctor is in a Baltimore hos- 
pital rapidly recovering from 
wounds sustained in the battle. De- 
spite the fact that he may not suf- 
ficiently recover to be brought to 
this city this week, the grand jury 
will act on the charge against him. 
Policeman Ach, who is in Garfield 
hospital, is reported improving and 
was allowed to receive visitors for 
the first time yesterday. 


Have Fatal Weapons. 


Inspector Pratt, in denying the 
report, stated that the examination 
of Maj. C. H. Goddard, U. S. A., 
small firearms expert, showed that 
the bullets came from the two pis- 
tols now held by police. The wea- 
pons were found in the basement 
and on the lawn of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Vogle, 4105 New Hampshire 
avenue northwest, where Marino 
and Silverblatt fled following the 
shooting in an effort to escape cap- 
ture. 

After Maj. Goddard had complet- 
ed his investigation of the bullets 
extracted from the body of Deputy 
Coroner Joseph Rogers and report- 
ed to Inspector Pratt, the detective 
chief refused to make known the 
findings of the firearms expert, stat- 
ing that-it had not been definitely 
decided whether the investigation 
would be used as evidence in the 
trial. In branding the report as 
false, luspector Pratt sdid: 

“It is without foundation and un- 
true. I am perfectly satisfied with 
the examination of Maj. Goddard, 
which will not be fully revealed un- 
til the time of the trial.

Report ‘Heiisaih 4,000,000 
Workers Employed; Tax- 
ing — New Art. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, JR. 


Picture, if-you will, a large office 
—Bay 100 feet long and 72 feet 
wide—with double desks placed as 
closely together as comfort will per- 
mit. At each desk is a man, count- 
ing - money. One hundred and 
twenty men there are, all told, some 
counting twenties, some tens, some 
fives; some ones. Eight hours a day 
they count thé bills as fast as their 
flying fingers can function. 

One hundred banknotes, let us 
say, flash through each expert pair 
of hands every minute of the eight- 
hour day. Eighty thousand dollars 
is counted every 60 seconds. 
Nearly $5,000,000 every § hour. 
Forty million dollars, or there- 
abouts, every day. 


Six days a week this force func- 
tions, every week in the year save 
the customary fornight for vaca- 
tions. --At the end of the year the 
120 men, working at top speed, 
arent have counted somewhat 
more than $11,000,000,000. 

There aren't that many dollars in 
he world to count, you may say, for 
all the dollars in circulation fall 
short of half the gigantic total and 
all the gold above ground is less 
than the sum which thus would-be 
counted. 

Yet the picture is not altogether 
fanciful, for the money which this 
force of experts would count during 
a year of labor just equals the sum 
total of what the American people 
spent last year, 1925, to pay the 
expenses of their various forms of 
government. 


Spend $11,000,000,000. 


Of course, all the money counters 
of the public funds were not 
brought together in a single room 
for the purpose of counting this 
money. On the contrary, they were 
scaitered all over the nation. Some 
there were at Washington; some 
in ‘the 48 cities which constitute the 
“ee capitals; some in the country’s 
$,600 county seats; some inethe 
13,000 cities, towns, villages and 
lesser corporations which dot the 
map of continental United States. 

But all these scattered units make 
up the aggregate of American gov- 
ernment, and all their spendings 
during the past year made up a 
Sum equal to the $11,000,000,000 
which the mythical force of 120 ex- 
perts would have been able to eount

The Federal government, alone 
of all American units, is putting 
the brakes down hard on higher 
spendings. It hasn’t altogether 
succeeded in preventing some rise 
in its expenses, but it has suc- 
ceeded. through many economies, 
in preventing any appreciable rise 
in ordinary running expenses. It is 
reducing its forces slightly, taking 
on few additional tasks and cut- 
ting into the heart of its outstand- 
ing debt, thereby lessening the sum 
which it must pay out in interest 
every year. 

The State governments, on the 
contrary, increased their spendings 
last year by more than one-eighth 
of the amount spent in 1924. This 
applies to total figures covering the 
governmental operations of all 48 
States. Some of the 48 spent less in 
1925 than in 1924. 

And the larger cities, the record 
shows, registered a heavy increase 
in their spendings. Taking them as 
a whole they spent, in round fig- 
ures, about $7.50 in 1925 for every 
$6.50 they spent in 1924. 

The counties, it is estimated, in- 
creased their spendings at a rate 
somewhat less than did the States 
and the smaller cities, towns, vil- 
lages, &c., increased what they 
spent at the lowest rate of all. 


Big Government Force. 


American government has be- 
come the world’s greatest employer. 
So vast are its operations that the 
army of its workers has never %een 


officially counted. The investigator 


can only etsimate their numbers 
and the estimates run from 3,000,- 
000 to 4,000,000 full-time workers, 
plus many thousands of other wage 
earners who subsist indirectly on 
work directly due to what the gov- 
ernment buys, contracts for, or con- 
structs. 

Pensioners who live on the grate- 
ful bounty of Federal and State 
governments—and some cities and 
counties—disabled veterans of the 
world war and retired employes 
who have served long terms and 
outlived their efficiency at desks 
and afield constitute another great 
group of citizens supported by the 
nation’s taxpayers. 

Active workers employed by all 
forms of government, including 
States, cities and lesser units, prob- 
ably number 3,500,000 persons. 
There are, for instance, more than 
700,000 teachers in the public 
schools, 150,000 or more police- 
men, 85,000 firemen, 25,000 sher- 
iffs and marshals or thereabouts, 
400,000 laborers and heaven only 
knows how many clerks. Armed 
forces of the Federal government 
vary, but approximate from 200,- 
000 to 250,000 more. 

Less than one-fourth of the great 
total are employed by the Federal 
government, including its .armed 
forces. The number is constantly 
undergoing slight. revision down- 
ward, although the process is made 
difficult by the ever-increasing vol- 
ume of business done by a single 
Federal agency, the Postoffice De- 
partment, which employs more 
than 300,000. 


* Employes Increasing. 


Elsewhere, notably in the States 
and large cities, taken as a whole, 
the number of public servants is 
on the rise. It has increased heav- 
ily, perhaps doubled, since 1917. 
Here and there a State or city has 
cut the size of its force, but such 
communities are the exception, Re- 
turns to the statistical -agencies, 
public and private, which attempt 
‘limited surveys indicate that the 
general rule the country over is that 
a job with the government is a job 
for life. 

During the present year, thanks 


they would displace the entire pop- 
ulation of California, Oregon, Wash- 
ington, Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, 
Utah and, Nevada combined. If it 
were possible to place next to them 
the employes of governmental con- 
tractors and their families, the 
group would replace the population 
of Texas. 


Aftermath of War. 


Their growth to these propor- 
tions is quite recent. In the case of 
the Federal government it is the 
essential aftermath of the world 
war. One finds, indeed, that almost 
the entire increase in Federal 
forces, the postoffics employes alone 
excepted, has occurred in depart- 
ments and branches of the govern. 
ment engaged in cleaning up after 
the war—the income tax bureau, 
the veterans’ bureau, the Shipping 
Board, and so on. A few branches 
of the government do not follow 
this general rule, and in some divi- 
sions the number of employes work- 
ing for the Washington government 
is less today than it was in 1917. 

Probably half of the $11,000,- 
000,000 spent last year by the 
American government went to pay 
wages of public servants. The pro- 
portion was not so high in the case 
of the Federal government because 
of the presence on its rolls of the 
nation’s armed forces.at low aver- 
age rates of payment. In Wash- 
ington, where about 60,000 Federal 
workers are stationed, the average 
government salary, according to 
budget figures, exceeded $1,700. 

One Federal employe out of every 
thirteen, the figures show, is sta- 
tioned at Washington, the remain- 
der being afleld and afloat. The 
2,700,000 workers employed by the 
States and other forms of govern. 
ment are decentralized, of course, 
throughout the country. 


Taxing Called New Art. 


Among the newer arts there has 
taken its place of late a recent ar- 
rival, the art of taxing the public. 
Few taxpayers of moderate means 
have any idea of the development 
of this part of governmental ac- 
tivity during the past ten years. At 
the present moment, however, it is 
giving employment to about 125,000 
men and women who throughout 
the length and breadth of Ameri- 
ca are engaged, full time, in get- 
ting money from the public into 
government treasuries. 


A large group of this little army 
is composed of tax assessors and 
most of their work is incidental to 
taxes laid against real estate, 
Their work leads them ever on- 
ward and upward—especially jn 
their appraisal of praperty values. 
A property appraised for taxing at 
$10,000 last year may well be put 
down at $12,000 this year 
and $15,000 next. This is a favor- 
ite method of preventing a raise in 
rates against which all taxpayers 
would rebel. Rates may even be 
lowered and yet produce more rev- 
enue for the State or city if the as- 
sessed value of the property is in- 
creased at the same time. 


Thus the owner of a $10,000 
home or farm who may have paid 
$220 in taxes on a rate of $2.20 
per $100 last year may find him- 
self paying $300 next year on a 
rate of $2.00 per $100. If he is in- 
clined to protest, the authorities 
can, and often do, point to the 
lower rate and advise him to be 
grateful for the rate reduction. 
Should he then protest against the 
increased valuation of his property 
the ready answer is that values 
are rising in the open market and 
that such being the case they are 
also rising for the purposes of tax- 
ation.

in this book and from corroborative 
sources, it is apparent that the num- 
ber of tax laws in effect in the 
United States today is not less than 
60,000. Indeed, it may be double 
the figure. 

The seeker after tax truths who, 
by patience and industry, sets out 
to collect all these laws would find 
himself at the end of his labors with 
a library of nearly 200 heavy quarto 
volumes. Should he decide to in- 
clude in his library the decisions of 
courts of last resort in relation to 
these laws, he probably would add 
200 volumes more each yéar to his 
collection. Should he decide to 
read the laws—not to digest them 
or ponder over them— it would take 
more than a year to encompass his 
original 200-volume collection;. and 
if he attempted to keep abreast of 
current court decisions interpreting 
all of them, he would try the im- 
possible, for he could not read, 
much. less: digest, such interpreta- 
tions as fast as the courts grind 
them out. 


Experts as Safeguards. 


There is little wonder, thérefore, 
that the taxpayers of the country 
are so beset and bedeviled by tax 
legislation of various degrees of 
vagueness that they hire a small 
army of experts to protect their in- 
terests. It has been estimated that 
no fewer than 12,000 so-called tax 
experts make a good living from 
private clients in this manner. 

Another source of vast irritation, 
especially to business organizations 
is the tax return. This document, 
emanating from all members of the 
family of government, from least 
to greatest, is often so complicated, 
involved and cumbersome that only 
an expert can dive into its muddy 
depths and emerge with the truth 
of its import—and often he is mis- 
taken. The tax return isn’t as bad 
as it used to be, however, for ft was 
a fearful and wonderful instrument 
of perplexity when it first came into 
general favor, but it is still suffi- 
ciently involved to cause the busi- 
ness interests of the country to 
spend, in fees and salaries, not less 
than $75,000,000 a year, according 
to one authority, in filling it out. 

That expenditure, of course, is 
an addition to the taxes paid. It 
represents the cost, as estimated, to 
the business organizations of the 
United States incidental to making 


mation Not to Call on 
Him, But to Write. 


WILL ADDRESS 


Asserting that he is conducting 
an investigation of several bureaus 
and departments, Representative 
Thomas L. Blanton, of Texas, in a 
statement yesterday urged that any 
one having information to convey 
to him do it.in writing, as the pres- 
sure of business prevented his deal- 
ing with personal calls. 

Mr. Blanton returned to the city 
early in the week, but requested 
that his presence not be made known 
at the time. He is the picture of 
health, but retains’the nervous en- 
ergy characteristic of him. 

“District people should remem- 
ber that I have the business of 
350,000 home constituents in my 
Texas district to transact and 
their affairs come first,’’ he said. 

Mr. Blanton said that when he 
withdrew from the Fenning case 
at the last session of Congress he 
was fatigued. ‘For three months 
I had been working from 15 to 18 
hours a day,’’ he said. ‘People 
beseiged my office from early 
morning until late at night. They 
came to my home after office 
hours. My office telephone rang 
constantly. My home telephone 
was almost as busy. Local de. 
mands seriously interfered with 
my official duties and I was ad- 
vised that no one*man could con- 
tinue to stand it without impairing 
his health. So, as soon as I in. 
troduced sufficient evidence to es- 
tablish a prima facie case before 
the judiciary committee, I moved 
my office to Texas.”’ 

Mr. Blanton said that subséquent 
reports concerning his breakdown 
in health were “amusing.’’ He had 
not had any vacation, he said, and 
had been working ten hours a day. 

One of his first acts when he 
reached. the city was to telegraph 
to Representative Gibson, of Ver- 
mont, chairman of the special com- 
mittee nvestigating former Commis. 
sioner Fenning, urging that Mr 
Fenning -be not allowed to change 
his testimony. 

The transcript of this investiga- 
tion has. not been printed because 
Mr. Fenning has not returned his 
corrected proofs. Mr. Blanton told 
Mr. Gibson that it was his under- 
standing that none of the testimony 
was to.be changed. 

“If the good people of the Dts- 
trict will let me use my own time 
in my own way, it is very likely 
that the work I am now doing will 
benefit them later on,’’ Mr. Blanton 
said.

The taxpayer, 
however, almost invariably finds 
that the amount of his tax bill is 
as great as it was the year before, 
if not greater. 

This practice is general through- 
out the United States. Census bu- 
reau figures show that in 1925 the 
States alone increased their prop- 
erty valuations for assessment pur- 
poses by nearly $5,000,000,000 over 
1924. In the 248 chief cities prop- 
erty values were assessed $4,000,- 
000,000 more in 1924 than. they 
were in 1923. The higher valuation 
covers a multitude of rate reduc- 
tions, and the net result, nine times 
out of ten, is a bigger bill.to the 
taxpayer. e 

Another large part of the 125,- 
000 taxing artists of the United 
States is composed of clerks, super- 
visors and other officials who check 
individual tax returns. Still anothe1 
group is composed of Federal, city, 
State and other officials handling 
the actual funds. No fewer than 
20,000 persons are in this group, 
although in the case of smaller 
units of government some of these 
persons also engage in other work 
incidental to taxation. 

These figures include only direct 
taxation. They do not include such 
indirect forms of taxing the public 
as the collection of tariff duties. 
More than 10,000 employes of the 
Federal government are engaged in 
that work alone. More than 15,000 
Federal employes are engaged in 
the collection of the national gov- 
ernment’s income and other inter- 
nal taxes. But the greater propor- 
tion, by far, of the 125,000 persons 
engaged in taxing the public is em- 
ployed by the States and cities.

Legislative Action Called for 
by State Officials After 
Receiving “Data.” 


EDITORIAL ASSOCIATION 
HEARS INQUIRY REPORT 


Stephenson, Now in Prison, 
Said to Have Planned 
“Expose” of Graft. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 2 (By A 


P.).—First steps toward a legisla- 
tive investigation of the political 
control alleged to have been exer. 
cised over the Republican party in 
Indiana by D. C. Stephenson, for- 
mer grand dragon of the Ku Klux 
Klan, were taken here late today 
when evidence, gathered by a probe 
committee of the Indiana Repub- 
lican Editorial association was 
submitted to a group of State 
senators. 

Six senators, three Republicans 
and three Democrats, heard 
Thomas H. Adams, Vincennes, 
Ind., publisher and chairman of 
the probe committee, recount the 
evidence his committee has gath. 
ered. 

The senators drafted a _ state- 
ment in which .they declared that 
they were “astounded at the revela- 
tions of Chairman Adams,’’ and 
declared “the evidence should re. 
ceive legislative investigation.’’ 


Astounded at Revelations. 


The statement drafted by the sen- 
ators follow: 

“The meeting of senators in- 
vited to hear the evidence submit- 
ted ‘by the probe committee of the 
Indiana Republican Editorial asso- 
ciation was astounded at the reve- 
lations of Chairman Adams. The 
actions of D. C. Stephenson and his 
intimate associates, including al- 
leged fraud, corruption and bribery 
were laid before the committee in 
affidavits and documentary  evi- 
dence. It involves many officials. 

“Inasmuch as it affects so many 
officials, directly and indirectly, it 
was the opinion of senators who 
were invited only informally that 
the evidence should receive legisla. 
tive investigation.”’ 

No formal action was taken to- 
day toward pressing the legislative 
investigation, but the senators in- 
dicated their willingness to meet 
again at the call of Mr. Adams. 


Contracts for Appointments. 


“Evidence presented included 
alleged contracts for appointment 
of State officials and exchange of 
money for political advantage. 
Senator Joseph Cravens, of Madi- 
son, minority leader in the upper 
house at the last session of the 
legislature, expressed astonishment 
at the evidence collected by Mr. 
Adams: -” 
“Tt is simply inconceivable,’’ Sen- 
ator Cravens said. ‘‘There is no 
question but that constitutional 
government in Indiana is in the 
balance.”’ 

Stephenson now is in the State 
serving 
a life sentence for the murder of 
Miss Madge Oberholtzer, of Indlan- 
apolis. 

The activities of the Ku Klux 
Klan figured in Mr. Adams’ expla- 
nations of Stephenson’s alleged 
actions. 


**Expose’’ Was Planned. 


Among the papers submitted was 
a letter said to have been written 
by Stephenson to Court Asher, a 
former grand kleagie in the klan, 
and Stephenson’s chief aid during 
his reign as grand dragon. Stephen- 
on’s letter is in the nature of a 

lanned ‘‘expose,’’ and says: 

“My dear friend and partner: I 
have thought over your plans and 
ZT really believe you know what you 
aré about. You are one I am confi- 
deht will not double-cross me. Re- 
member one thing, I am putting 
my life and liberty in your hands.

Political Concomitants 


WADSWORTH, ERNST, 


The political battle of the week 
was the one fought and won, ap- 
parently, by Presiderit Coolidge, to 
keep clear the campaign issue of 
“prosperity” and prevent it from be- 
coming absorbed and submerged in 
one of ‘“‘Stand by the President.”’ 

The skirmish was between the 
President and Senator Lawrence C. 
Phipps, chairman of the Republican 
senatorial campaign committee, and 
the surface. facts indicated elo- 
quently the chief executive had his 
Way. 

Developments of the week, how- 
ever, served to throw some doubt on 
the distance to which the Presi- 
dent’s wishes in the matter had car- 
ried. Senator Richard P. Ernst, of 
Kentucky, has not revised or 
amended his campaign slogan, 
“Coolidge Needs Ernst."’ It still is 
the byword of his campaign for the 
Kentucky seat in the Senate. 

Transmission to Ohio appears to 
have been bad as well. Senator 
Frank B. Willis, whose voice might 
almost reach to the Capitol, declared 
in the opening speech of his cam- 


paign against Atlee Pomerene that 
the President was the issue before 
the Ohio electorate. 

Even Senator William M. Butler, 
fresh from the White House and 
only a few blocks away when he 
spoke, did not make prosperity the 
only issue. ‘‘Personally, I think 
every Republican ought to support 
the President,’’ he said. 

There is a suspicion in Repub- 
lican as well as Democratic circles 
in Washington that the President's 
command will fail to reach other lo- 
calities where political pressure is 
strong. 

The interesting question, how- 
ever, is how can the President curb 
this use of his name and his 
strength, more especially since it 
has become public that he went to 
the aid of Senator Butler with a 
telegram to the Republican State 
convention in Massachusetts? 

The general understanding has 
been that the White House would 
not méddle in any State campaign. 
Callers, who have sought to gain 
some word or sign to aid State 
races, have been given the impres- 
sion that the President could not in- 
tervene directly. 

Evidently Massachusetts is dif- 
ferent. The message which the 
President sent to the Bay State 
was not sent back to the nation at 
the time. It bore no mention of 
Senator Butler by name, but to 
Massachusetts. It was a very di- 
rect message. 

“For the second time in many 
years, I shall be absent from our 
State convention, but I could not 
fail to observe the occasion,’’ said 
the text of the telegram. “It always 
is a notable gathering. No one could 
be in it unmoved by pride at having 
membership in such a notable po- 
litical assembly. I wish yow would 
express to my old associates, to my 
neighbors and friends, my best 
wishes. Extend to them all my 
deep appreciation for the contin- 
wuance of their encouraging confi- 
dence and support and assure them 
of my constant faith and trust in 
the people of Massachusetts. It is 
one of the greatest satisfactions of 
my life that they have never failed! 
me.’’

Teas Bring Old World’s 
Spirit to Capital School 


Washington College of Law Enthusiastic Over After- 
noon Affairs That Put Students and Instructors 
on Common Ground. 


The spirit of continental Europe 
has been infused into the Washing- 
ton College of Law, where students, 
men and women, gather each after- 
noon to enjoy tea between classes 
with all the tradition of the Old 
World’s ‘5 o’clock.”” ~ 


An appropriate background .-is 
lent to the teas by the old colonial 
home at 1315 K street northwest, 
where the college is located. Mrs. 
Grace Hays Riley, dean of the in- 
stitution and originator of the idea, 
pours tea for the students and 
members of the faculty who enthu- 
siastically have indorsed her sug- 
gestion of ‘a pick-up’’ before the 
evening studies. 

The teas lack the nonchalant at- 
mosphere of their European coun- 
terpart, but they bubble over with 
American humor. -They have no 
relation to what Washington society 
calls tea, however. Served from a 
counter in the kitchen at a nominal 
charge of 5 cents a cup, they are 
partaken most hastily in an adjoin- 
ing sitting room. The teas begin at 
4:30 p. m. and end sharply at 5:15 
—a schedule that would cause many 
a dowager of the Capital’s beau 
monde to throw up her hands in 
horror. 

Last week marked the beginning 
of the new regime. The spacious, 
cream-colored sitting room of the 
law college was filled with students 
drinking tea and nibbling at little 
cakes, sandwiches and chocolate 
bars. A buzz of animated conver- 
sation arose also in the faculty 
room, where professors and stu- 
dents mingled. From all accounts 
the teas usually are successful and 
will become a regular feature of 
the school life. 

“Just what I needed,” was the 
remark overheard repeatedly. The 


professors’ indorsement of the plan 
has been proved by the pleasure 
with which they daily balance tea 
cups and legal arguments. 

Mrs. Riley believes the three- 
quarters of a hour of “restful re- 
freshment”’ is going to qo much to 
improve student morale. 


“Of course,”” she admitted. 
“there has been no direct response 
as yet, or any report from the 
faculty to show that studies are 
better. But we have just started. 
These teas are going to make it 
easier for everybody. When a stu- 
dent goes without food from per- 
haps 12:30 p. m. until about 8 p. 
m., there “is a long period of dull- 
ness in between.

CHILDREN MADE ILL 


Unfurnished Condition 
Building Complained of 
by M. J. Luchs.

BALLOU AND BOARD 
FIND CHARGES TRUE 


Conditions to Be Corrected 
at Once; Attempt Made 
to Fix Blame. 


Complaint that the new James F. 
Oyster school on Calvert street was 
opened for classes while still un- 
furnished with essentials, as a re- 
sult of which children have been 
confined to their homes by illness, 
was made in a letter yesterday to 
Dr. Frank Ballou, superintendent of 
schools, by Morton J. Luchs, real 
estate operator. 

As a result of Mr. Luchs’ com- 
plaint, Dr. Ballou, with members 
of the board of education, and 
representatives of the District gov- 
ernment, made an inspection of the 
school yesterday. 

In his reply to Mr. Luchs’ letter, 
Dr. Ballou declared that “as a re- 


sult of the inspection of conditions 
at the builcing, immediate steps 
will be taken to improve those con- 
ditions which can be taken care of 
at once.””’ He added, ‘“‘if the con- 
ditions in the building and on the 
school grounds and in the streets 
adjacent to the school are, in the 
judgment of school officials, such as 
to make the continuance of school 
work impossible in this building, 
the school will be closed until con- 
ditions can be improved.”’ 


No Desks, No Lights. 


Mr. Luchs, in histletter, declared 
that the school was without desks, 
lighting facilities, that it had only 
one drinking fountain, that it was 
without heat, that no books had 
been provided, that there was no 
sidewalk on the street in front of 
the building, that the playground 
was in poor condition, and that asa 
result of the conditions at the 
school several children had been 
made ill. 

The children, he said, had been 
put to all kinds of shifts to do their 
work. The seats that had been im- 
provised for them did not give them 
an opportunity to write. The build- 
ing had been opened, he declared, 
without any adequate equipment 
whatever. 

He said he was at a loss to under- 
stand why the school had been open- 
ed in such a condition. Children en- 
rolled in classes in the school are 
said to number 196. 


Explanation by Ballou. 


In his,reply, Dr. Ballou made the 
following explanation: 

“The school officials have made a 
systematic effort to have this build- 
ing ready for the opening of school 
on September 20. Last Jrne I 
took up.the matter of paving the 
street with the engineer commis- 
sioner. 

“As a result.of an inspection of 
the Oyster school and several other 
new schools that were to be opened 
on September 20, by two of the 
school officials, a detailed report 
was submitted to the engineer com- 
missioner and to the municipal arch- 
itect. 

“‘Moreover, I have had frequent 
conversations with these officials 
by telephone regarding conditions 
at this school and some of the other 
schools which have been opened for 
the first time this fall. I have no 
reason to believe they. have not 
made every effort to create satisfac- 
tory conditions for carrying on 
school work.”’

HIGH WATER WARNINGS 
SOUNDED BY OFFICIALS 


Jacksonville Faces Second 
Inundation in 2 Days; 
Towns Vacated. 


Chicago, Oct. 2 (By A. P.).— 
Hundreds of families fled from 
their homes in the Illinois river 
valley today as the Mississippi and 
Illinois rivers approached or ex- 
ceeded flood stage with levees at the 
breaking point. Two lives were 
lost in the valley region. 

Helen Hanson, 11, of Drake Sta- 
tion, near Whitehall, Ill., was 
drowned in the flood waters of Hur- 
ricane creek when her father at- 
tempted to carry her to safety when 
the Hanson home.-was threatened. 


Louis Mead, 33, of Clarksdale, was} 


killed by lightning when" a bolt 
struck a school building in which 
he had sought shelter. 

At Jacksonville the second big 
flood in two days threatened, when 
rain began falling in torrents at 3 
o’clock. The city is without com- 
mercial lights and its gas supply is 
almost exhausted. The chamber of 
commerce ordered all business 
houses closed at 6 p. m. 


Driven to the Hills. 


Nearly 25 families of Liverpool, 
Chautauqua and. East Liverpool 


were driven to the hills with their: 
personal effects as the Illinois river 
rose. Sotth Beardstown was vir- 
tually vacated during the day as 
the river rose and stopped bridge 
traffic and forced the use of a ferry. 
The southern quarter of Naples was 
flooded, forcing many families to 
evacuate. 

Flood warnings on the Missis- 
sippi, above the mouth of the Mis- 
souri river, and for the Illinois 
river were issued by the weather 
bureau at St. Lous. ‘ 

The Illinois river rose 15 inches 
at Naples, where train service was 
interrupted and the pumping plant 
shut down. The townspeople used 
row boats to get to the stores. 

Levees Are Built. 

Volunteers worked today build- 
ing temporary levees around Liver- 
pool on both sides of the river, 
where it was declared even a slight 
wind would wreck them, Appeals 
were sent to the government ship- 
yard at Peoria for aid. At Peoria 
the river passed floodstage of 22.2 
feet last night. 

Rivers and creeks in southern 
Kansas inundated farm lands for 
the second time this fall, swelled 
by rain which began yesterday 
afternoon. The Sante Fe and Mis- 
souri Pacific railroads were halted 
near Sedan and Niotaze, Kan. 
Little Caney and Middle Caney 
creeks near Sedan reached their 
highest stage since 1884. The 
Verdigris and Elk rivers were still 
rising tonight.

SAY THOUSANDS MISS 
CHANCE IN CONTESTS 
Chairman Furnishes Data 
From Various States as 
Incentive to Delinquents. 


Each election year thousands of 
persons residing in the District who 
are legally entitled to vote in some 


one of the States are deprived of 
their right to vote because they 
failed to register in advance. 

With the view to getting-out as 
many votes as is possible in the 
coming election, November 2, the 
committee conducting .the cam- 
paign for the League of Republican 
Organizations in the District is at 
this time concentrating its efforts 
to get the absentee voters in Wash- 
ing to register on time to be quali- 
fied to cast their ballot. 

A. E.. Chaffee, of Nebraska, vice 
chairman of the league, who is di- 
rector of the voters’ information 
division of the campaign commit- 
tee, has completed a thorough di- 
gest of the laws of the various 
States regarding absentee voting 
and registration. He is in charge 
of a force of experts on duty at the 
committee headquarters, 823 Fif- 
teenth street, to give instruction re- 
garding registration and voting.

Reduction Will Cause Change 
in Promotion Selections 
for Navy Line. 


-|WILL RESTRICT ADVANCES 


The class of midshipmen to grad- 
uate from the Naval Academy next 
June will be the last large one to 
receive commissions under’ the 
allowance of three midshipmen to 
every senator and representative in 
Congress. As a result, the line selec- 


tion board in 1927 probably will be 
the last to make selections in any 
appreciable number, unless certain 
proposed laws changing the navy 
promotion system are enacted in the 
meantime. 
Estimates, 


which are as nearly 


correct as may be this far in ad- 
vance, are thae the addition of next 


graduating class to the commis- 


sioned personnel of the line will 


provide for promotion to:the next 
higher grades of 3 captains, 15 com- 
manders, and 36 lNeutenant com- 
manders. Additions to the numbers 
to be selected for promotion Will be 
made, however, as a result of the 
retirement for age prior to June, 
1928, of 5 rear admirals, and it is 
probable that some 14 vacancies 
will occur in the grade of captain 
and 3 in the grade of commander. 
Taking these vacancies into.account, 
therefore, the selection board to 
meet next June will be instructed 
to recommend the following for 
promotion: Eight to the grade of 
rear admiral, 34 to captain, and 58 
to commander. 

After 1927, the number of mid- 
shipmen graduates will not equal, 
for a few years, at least, the normal 
losses in the line, and promotions 
will be made only to fill vacancies 
that may result from retirements, 
and deaths.

the Associated Press).—Thomas 
Hardy, the aged dean of English lit- 
erature, continues to write regular- 
ly despite the infirmities which 86 
years are wont to produce. 

He is passing the twilight of his 
life at his home here in penning 
poetry—the first love of his youth. 
With the fiction which made him 
famous he is probably finished. 

Daily the venerable author re- 
tires to write his verse in the quiet, 
sun-lit study where during the last 
40 years he has produced some, of 
the world’s greatest literature. Just 
what he is writing is not divulged, 
as he is offering nothing for publi- 
cation. Whether the poems ever 
will be given to the world is a mat- 
ter which has not been decided. 


Planted Treés and Gardens. 
Mr: Hardy is at present writing 


for himself.and his wife, and may- | 


hap -for a few old’ and cherished 
friends. ° 

The Hardy residence nestles 
amidst this lovely, rolling country- 
side, ‘the setting of many of his 
great works.

Mr. Hardy receives comparatively 
few visitors these days, for he is 
petting feeble. Nor does he ven- 
ture far from home, but takes little 
walks about his estate, and some- 
times steps out for a bit on to the 
quiet country roads leading either 
to Dorchester or Wool. -He likes 
to be about among his trees and 
flowers, and especially enjoys the 
bird life in his grounds. For years 
he has made his place as nearly a 
bird sanctuary as possible. Not 
long ago he himself helped to fix 
numerous bird houses among the 
trees, and he feeds his feathered 
friends regularly. 

Mrs. Hardy, who is younger, has 
long played the part of amanuensis 
for her husband. She is a woman 
of great culture and is herself a 
writer, but not for publication—at 
least for the present. 


Wife Is Business Agent. 


“‘As a general thing, I do not be- 
lieve that the wives of famous au- 
thors should attempt to write.” 
said Mrs. Hardy. ‘‘They should be 
satisfied to assist their husbands 
and be content with the reflected 
glory. 

*‘It seems to me that the wife of 
a great writer makes herself appear 
foolish if she rushes into print— 
unless she herself is a gen- 
ius. I am not a genius.’’ 

Mrs. Hardy looks after her hus- 
band’s business affairs. Just re- 
cently she was engaged in assisting 
John Drinkwater prepare for the 
production of “The Mayor of Cas- 
terbridge,’”’ which Mr. Drinkwater 
dramatized from the famous Hardy 
novel of that name. But the aged 
author did not concern himself with 
the production of the play. He is 
too busy with his poems, his birds, 
his trees and his dreams.

The Japanese earthquake aroused 
much more sympathy among Ameri- 


cans than did the recent Florida 
disaster, judging from the contribu- 
tions received by the American Red 
Cross. 

Thus far about $3,024,081 has 
been contributed to the Red Cross 
for relief work in Florida. The 
Amount contributed for relief work 
in Japan was $11,000,900. Of this 
amount, $2,000,000 had been sub- 
scribed within a few days after the 
big quake. 

Now that he has “had it out’ 
with the Florida officials and real 
estate men over the efforts of the 
latter to minimize damage done by 
the hurricane, Judge John Barton 
Payne, national chairman of the 
Red Cross, is going ahead with 
Plans to increase the relief fund to 
$5.000,000. He announced iast 
night he believed that sum would 
be in before the close of another 
week. 


Deliberated Several Days. 


Judge Payne and other Red Cross 
Officials deliberated several days be- 
fore deciding to quarrel with the 
Florida officials, it was learned yes- 
terday. Finally they came to the 
conclusion they owed it to the 18;* 
000 homeless families in Florida to 
make the flat cherge that the offi- 
cials were retarding the _ relief 
work. 

President Coolidge yesterday au- 
thorized the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to use every possible facility 
to aid farmers in the stricken area. 
The agriculture head had told 
President Coolidge about $300,000 
was needed immediately by the 
Florida farmers. 

The executive told Secretary 
Jardine that if Congress were in 
Session ‘‘it would authorize immedi- 
ate and substantial relief for this 
Class of sufferers.” He added it 
was his desire that ‘‘you use for 
this purpose funds of your appro- 
priations as will not interfere with 
your current operations.”’ 

George W. Bean, Republican na- 
tigpal committeeman from Florida, 
called at the White House yester- 
F‘lor- 
ida needs funds for relief of suf- 
ferers but not for rebuilding. He 
expressed regret over the dispute 
between Judge Payne and Florida 
Officials, but he agreed with the 
latter that the city of Miami was 
only slightly damaged so far as 
hotels’ tourist accommodations 
were concerned.

O'Farrell, the firet 
man up, got a base on balls. 
To me that looked like the time 
to shoot all they had in an ef- 
fort to break up the game. The 
Yank infield was out of posi- 
tion and there was a wide gap 
in the outfield. Thevenow, you 
know, is a mighty good hitter 
in a pinch. To my surprise he 
deliberately sacrificed so as to 
advance O'Farrell. Then Flow- 
ers came in ae a pinch hitter.

He caught Meusel with a throw to 
Hornsby, but the relay was just 
too late. Combs had scored and 
the damage done, despite the fact 
that Lazzeri grounded out. 

Dugan and Koenig singled in 
the second and third respectively, 
but not a single Cardinal got even 
us far as first base. In the fourth 
Pennock granted his first base wn 
balls with.no damage done, and in 
the Yankees went hit-

Pennock was master again in 
the fifth and in it the Cardinals 
made the only double play of the 
game, which served to nullify the 
single that Combs had dumped into 
left field.

It was in the sixth, after the St. 
Louis batters had still proved their 
futility, that the Yankees won the 
game.

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DEMOCRATS, HERE’S YOUR ISSUE. 


The enormous revenue receipts under 
the new income tax law are giving force 
to the Democratic demand for immedi- 
ate tax reduction. Instead of a surplus 
of $187,000,000 at the end of next June, 


as estimated by the administration when 
the new law was enacted, the surplus is 
more likely to be $400,000,000. The in- 
come tax collections for the first quarter 
of this fiscal year are $114,000,000 more 
than for the same quarter last year. 

Secretary Mellon’s declaration that a 
reduction of taxes in the higher brackets 
would result in increased revenue has 
been triumphantly demonstrated. On 
that point he has silenced Democratic 
criticism. But his victory is almost too 
great for the comfort of the Republican 
leaders, who wish to defer further re- 
ductions until 1928. The Democratic 
argument for tax reduction next year is 
reinforced by the very fact that Mr. Mel- 
lon’s theory has been vindicated. 

The Democrats can make another 
point by asking Chairman Madden to 
take the witness stand. Didn’t he re- 
cently suggest that a big surplus was a 
temptation to Congress to indulge in ex- 
travagance? It is true that he did not 
advocate tax reduction next year. When 
he ~spoke there was no indication of a 
huge surplus. He proposed that foreign 
debt payments be used for meeting cur- 
rent expenses instead of devoting them 
to reduction of the public debt, thus cre- 
ating a surplus from income tax revenue 
which would justify eventual tax reduc- 
tion—say, in 1928, just in time to have 
the best possible effect upon the voter. 
Now the surplus he proposed to create 
by one method is accumulating by the 
much simpler method of direct taxa- 
tion. Democrats are warranted in ask- 
ing Mr. Madden why a debt reduction in 
1927 would be bad policy, df a surplus 
exists which might tempt Congress to be 
extravagant. 

A surplus is sometimes a dangerous 
thing to handle. It has-been known to 
rend political parties in twain. One fac- 
tion is apt to adopt an extravagant pol- 
icy, and the other fights for tax reduction. 
Will Republicans quarrel over the sur- 
plus that is threatening them? 

One thing is almost certain: Martin 
Madden will not be easily persuaded to 
loosen the purse-strings for the sake of 
absorbing this year’s surplus. No doubt 
some of his shrewd party colleagues will 


}. suggest to him this means of defeating

tion. A little judicious extravagance, 
in their opinion, might please the coun- 
try; afew more millions for good roads,

MUSSOLINI AND CHAMBERLAIN. 

The conference between Premier Mus- 
solini and Foreign Minister Chamberlain 
of England was a natural consequence of 
the tentative agreements reached by For- 
eign Ministers Briand and Stresemann at 
their recent meeting at Thoiry. Musso- 
lini appears to have sought an oppor- 
tunity to discuss with the British foreign 
minister the scope of the Franco-German 
accord and to reach an agreement as to 
the policy to be pursued by the two pow- 
ers which have underwritten the security 
pact of Locarno. 

British and Italian interests are in- 
volved in any arrangements made by 
France and Germany. The French- 
German-Belgian-Luxembourg steel com- 
bine becomes the greatest producer of 
steel in Europe and will regulate prices. 
Britain as a producer and Italy as a con- 
sumer are affected by this combine and 
by other economic arrangements which 
are facilitated by the agreement between 
Messrs. Briand and Stresemann. The 
proposed economic conference, haviug in 
view a plan to reduce European tariffs 
‘and thus promote the flow of commerce 
across national boundaries, will take 
its orientation from the newly estab- 
lished commercial relations of France 
and Germany. 

It is quite probable, however, that po- 
litical considerations were the principal 
subject of the conversation between the 
British and Italian ministers. Mussolini’s 
first object in dealing with Germany is 
to prevent the proposed union of Austria 
and Germany. He has made it plain that 
he will go to war, if necessary, to prevent 
that union, which would place Germany 
on Italy’s border and threaten the ‘integ- 
rity of the frontier established by the 
peace treaties. Any concessions made-to 
Germany by France, looking toward 
eventual consideration of the question of 
merging Austria with Germany, would 
surely arouse the immediate hostility of 
Italy. But Mussolini’s fears on this score 
are groundless, so far as France is con- 
cerned, for the French leaders are as 
firmly opposed to the Austro-German 
union as is Mussolini himself. France, 
moreover, can assure both Italy and 
Great Britain that the arrangement with 
Germany is within the four corners of 
the Locarno pact and essential to Euro- 
pean tranquillity. 

No doubt the Tangier question was dis- 
cussed by the British and Italian minis- 
ters. Indeed, a brief communique inti- 
mates that the two found themselves in 


harmony. on Mediterranean questions. 


This does not mean, however, that Mus- 
solini asked for or was promised British 
assistance in bringing about a change 
in the status of Tangier whereby Spain 
would be given a stronger position in 
that quarter. Britain seems to have set- 
tled that point already in friendly ex- 
changes with the Marquis de Estella. 
Whatever the understanding between the 
two dictators of Spain and Italy may be, 
it can not be supposed to interfere with 
the still stronger bond that unites British 
and Spanish interests at the entrance to 
the Mediterranean. 

The British and French press agree in 
dismissing the idea that the meeting be- 
tween Mussolini and Chamberlain was 
held’ for the purpose of laying the foun- 
dation for a special Anglo-Italian agree- 
ment as a counterbalance to the Briand- 
Stresemann agreement. There .is no 
need of any special agreement. All 
that is desirable is frequent friendly 
conversations between the men who are 
conducting European relations... By in- 
formal “gentlemen’s agreements” friend- 
ship and peace may be maintained so 
long as these blessings are mutually de- 
sired; and there is no reason to presume 
that the four great nations concerned are 
seeking anything else. 


A FRIENDLY OBSERVER. 
In “American Soundings,” a new book 
by John St. Loe Strachey, the author 
takes a comprehensive and, on the whole, 
a friendly view of the various currents 
‘of American life.. It was, in a sense, 
fortunate circumstance that he landed, 
‘not at New York, but at Quebec, and that 
his first impressiofis of the United States 
‘were gained during an 800-mile motor 
run to Philadelphia, along a “line of

desire to appreciate rather than to de- 
preciate—to ‘boost’ rather than _ to 
‘crab.’ ”’ 

With such.a personal attitude, it was 
easy for him to find much to admire in 
the natural features of the country, in 
our citizenry, in our political institutions, 
in our statesmen and litterateurs, and in 
our educational system. In the four pa- 
pers. dealing with Lincoln, Jefferson, 
Emerson and Walt Whitman, Mr. Stra- 
chey’s: “soundings” are in deep water 
enough, but he emerges with the convic- 
tion that these men were great not mere- 
ly as individuals but even still more so 
as representatives of American thought 
and conduct, and his desire is to reveal, 
especially to English readers, a new as- 
pect of four old friends by placing them 
in their proper national environment. 

Doubtless, however, the man in the 
street will be more interested in what so 
enlightened a publicist has to say about 
prohibition than in any other portion of 
his volume, because prohibition happens 
to be one of the burning questions of the 
hour. Mr. Strachey is obviously against 
both the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act. He regards prohibition as 
a tremendous advertisement for alcohol. 
He holds it responsible for a double cleav- 
age in American life—namely, between 
the old and the young, on the one hand, 
and between the rich and the poor, on 
the other. He thinks it bad hygienically, 
because it is driving out weaker drinks 
like wine and beer and replacing: them 
by strong spirits, and bad socially, be- 
cause it tends to produce graft and cor- 
ruption. He is especially struck by the 
spectacle of bootleggers working strenu- 
ously for the continuance of laws which 
they break at every opportunity in order 
to get a living or to amass wealth. Fe 
thinks it worst of all politically, because 
it promotes a contempt for law as such. 
On this aspect of prohibition he says: 


Crimes of violence, and especially mur- 
der, are terribly common in America, and 
the homicidal habit, it is to be feared, 
has become commoner since prohibition. 
An ineffective taboo in one region of con- 
duct is tending to weaken even those es- 
sential taboos on which society rests. 

Mr. Strachey sees ultimate safety in 
the American zeal for knowledge, as evi- 
denced by the multitude and popularity 
of universities. The spread of knowledge 
will, in his opinion, bring about a new 
and more vital alignment of political 
parties, 


THE INSULTING DEAN. 


It is fortunate for Great Britain that 
Dean Inge, of St. Paul’s cathedral, Lon- 
don, is not ranked among her accredited 
spokesmen. If he were so ranked, he 
would have done her irreparable harm 
by the publication of his book, entitled 
“England,” in the series known as “The 
Modern World.” Why the editors of that 
series engaged such a man ‘for such a 
task is impossible to understand, unless, 
indeed, they were looking for the great 
sale that usually attends any sensational 
work. If that were their motive, they 
have secured sensation enough to make 
the dean’s book take its place among 
those products of fiction that are often 
styled best sellers. 

To the British themselves the jere- 
miads of the churchman who is rightly 
called “the gloomy dean” must, from the 
nature of the case, be extremely distaste- 
ful. To put it mildly, it can not be agree- 
able to any patriotic subject of the Brit- 
ish crown to have it coldly set down in 
black and white that England has 
reached her culminating point as a world 
power; that she is liable and even likely 
to slip away from that dominating posi- 
tion which she has so long held in inter- 
national affairs; and that, weakened, 
friendless, and alone, she has before her 
a dark and doubtful future. No friendly 
foreigner would write thus, and the 
Britisher who writes it is suspiciously 
like the bird that fouls its own nest. Nor 
is the main cause which he assigns for 
the alleged falling off of Britain’s 
strength, namely, her decline as a sea 


| power, of such a kind as to be acceptable 


| to British ears. Britons still remember 


with pride the great part played by their 
fleet in the recent war, and the tradition 
of the mariners of England, whose flag 
has braved a thousand years the battle 


and the breeze, is as fresh and potent

This reservation was written by 


by Senator Swanson, who gallantly sup- 
ported Senator Lenroot in fighting in 
behalf of the world court. Senator Swan- 
son, fresh from Geneva, and Senator 
Lenroot, fresh from Wisconsin, are 
among the leaders who deserve to be con- 
sulted in regard to the proposal which 
foreign nations are to offer in the nature 
of a substitute for the Senate’s reserva- 
tion. Senator Swanson can give infor- 
mation concerning foreign sentiment on 
this subject, and Senator Lenroot may 
throw some light on the world court 
views of voters in the Middle and North- 
western States. 

Senator Swanson was an unofficial ob- 
server of the proceedings at Geneva at 
the crucial moment when the league of 
nations was trying to evolve a plan for 
nullifying the Senate’s fifth reservation 
while at the same time inducing the 
United States to ratify the court proto- 
col. No doubt he gathered exact infor- 
mation as to the reasons why the league 
nations deem their power to call for ad- 
visory opinions so important as to war- 
rant them in risking the refusal of the 
United States to adhere to the protocol. 
Americans would like to know these rea- 
sons. They were told during the world 
court debate in the Senate that the mat-

In these days ~hen the whole 
future of the world depends more 
than ever before upon that mani- 
festation of a new spirit of human- 
ism which Christianity alone can 
give, it is lamentable to find writ- 
ings emanating from a minister of 
the Christian church in which the 
old pitiable beliefs in the efficiacy 
of a balance of power maintained 
by international hatreds, suspicions 
and jealousies are resuscitated, 

When a lame man is getting bet- 
ter and is able to dispense with his 
crutches, he may find that walking 
is less easy for a few days without 
them; but should he continue to 
use crutches because of a lack of 
faith in the’ final result, it is likely 
that he will lose the use of his legs 
altogether and never be able to 
walk naturally. 

A poor analogy perhaps, but one 
that may serve to show up the ab- 
eurd limiting and crippling effect of 
these balances of power. The lame 
man of international relationships 
will never learn to walk freely and 
naturally if he is forced to continue 
to use the crutches of secret treaty 
and subterfuge; these things but 
render him less dependent than 
‘even upon his natural and God- 
given healthiness and, at the best, 
but temporize with the roots of the 
inharmony. These attempts to ma- 
Meuver other countries into a given 
line of action are doomed to failure. 
You can not force men to act accord- 
ing to an ideal, but you can lead 
them and inspire them with right 
desire to accomplish some advance- 
ment in the natural manner. 

Abraham Lincoln once made the 
following remarks on this subject 
in the course of an address before 
the Washington society of Spring- 
field. lll. He said: ‘‘When the con- 


duct of men is designed to be in- 
fluenced, persuasion, kind, unas-| 
suming persuasion, should ever be 
an old and true max- | 
im drop of honey catches | 
more flies,than a gallon of gall.’ So 
With men. if you would win a man

One 
battleship built for ‘“protection’’ 
will start a race of armaments just 
as truly as will a shout- of fire 
cause a panic: one secret treaty 
intended to provide greater secur- 
ity for a nation will set forces in 
action that surely culminate in 
war.

“ress cannot be achieved by pres- 
sure from without—it wells up 


from within the human heart. It 


matters not whether you are at- 
tempting to insure temperance by 
‘means of-prohibition, or interna- 
tional security and peace by diplo- 
matic finesse; the result is always 
the same—tailure. 

People do not want to be told 
they must conform to arbitrary 
ethical standards, they want to be 
shown’ some practical method of 
betterment which achieves results 
— they want to be treated as rea- 
soning beings and not as naughty 
children. This fact has always 
been true, but never has it been 
so true as it is today.

Washington Is as Usual. 


Washington is waking up from 
its annua) summer nap—socially, 
at any rate—and the ball of gaiety, 
while it is being tossed about in 
Small groups only, still is being 
kept in movement. 

On the great social chess board of 
the National Capital on which the 
kings and queens are not always the 
officials, by any means, and the 
pawns just the plain people who 
come here from other places, a

“Enactment of a State prohibi- 
tion enforcement law. Of what 
kind? 

“A five-day waiting period be- 
tween the application for a mar- 
riage license and its jssuance. Pro- 
hibition of the marriage of girls 
under 16 and boys undér 18, ex- 
cept on court order and with their 
parents’ consent.’? 

The rest of the questionnaire de- 

mands the stand of the candidate 
on such questions as disarmament, 
membership in the world court: 
larger appropriations for the wo- 
man’s and children’s. bureau, devel- 
oping the-Federal bureau of edu- 
cation into a department to assem- 
ble statistics. and conduct research, 
and the attitude on proposals to 
make amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States more dif- 
ficult. 
"" While the League of Women 
Voters is so busy the members of 
the National Women’s Party are 
just as busy and are in many ot 
the States making a candidate-to- 
candidate canvass just to see how 
they stand on the matter of blanket 
equal rights amendments which 
this body of women wish to put 
through in the national and State 
legislatures. They say that in spite 
of the franchise there is no real 
equality in a nation while certain 
of the laws are founded strictly on 
the consideration of sex.

Those interested in the work of 
the Washington Travelers’ Aid are 
pleased with the appointment as 
executive secretary of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Ford, of New York, who 
arrived here last week and has al- 
ready begun her duties. 

Mrs. Ford is a graduate of the 
Chicago School of Social Work and 
has had 16 years’ experience in the 
social welfare field. For several 
years she was director of the com- 
mission of charities and correction, 
of Arkansas, responsible to the 
governor and legislature for the 
entire program of the State having 
to do with charitable, correctional 
or penal organizations or institu- 
tions. During that time she pub- 
lished the Round Table, a welfare 
magazine known to social workers. 

During the war Mrs. Ford was 
in charge of personnel work in one 
of the divisions of the War De- 
partment in Washington, follow- 
ing which she was sent South by 
the Federal interdepartmental so- 
cial hygiene bureau to organize 
their work in one of the Southern 
States. Mrs. Ford has been an or- 
ganizer and executive in the child 
welfare field, and for the past three 
years has been in Travelers’ Aid 
work. 

The Travelers’ Aid society is a 
welfare organization and belongs to 
the group dealing with family re- 
habilitation and relief. Its work, 
however, deals with the person only 
while he is a:traveler.

At the Elizabeth 
Somers residence, plans are under 
way for musical evenings and or- 
ganizing a glee club. 

Second, class instruction -— 
Teachers from the city will be 3e- 
cured for class instruction in voice, 
piano. orchestral instruments. 
Classes in sight, singing, harmony, 
theory and song leading will also 
be offered. These classes are of- 
fered for those girls and young 
women who may not before have 
had the opportunity to study or 
who can give only a limited amount 
of time to such study. 

Third, ..music appreciation-—Fa-. 
miliarity with the best in music will 
be developed through encouraging 
attendance at the artists’ courses 

and concert series in the city; offer- 
ing classes in the study of musical 
works and in all the music program 
to develop an understanding and 
discriminating appreciation of good 
music.

The new president of Howard 
university, Dr. Mordecai W. John- 
son, made his initial appearance as 


an officer before a college assembly 
in Rankin chapel Wednesday fol- 
lowing an academic procession 
across the campus. The procession 
was headed by Lieut. Frank Cole- 
man, with the president, adminis- 
trative officers and members of the 
academic faculties and college de- 
partments coming after. 

In his address to the student 
body Dr. Johnson said: 


nity was established in 1867 by a 
man who had been a soldier and 
who was not content to see the 
4,000,000 American negroes physi- 
cally free from bondage. He de- 
sired to see them intellectually and 
spiritually emancipated. During the 
58 years of its existence the How- 
ard university has kept in unswerv- 
ping view the desires and ideals of 
this noble man. 

“Little by little our community 
has grown in students, in faeulty, 
in equipment, in friends, in stand- 
ards and in power. Today we have

Jacksonville Editor Tells How 
Eggshell Stucco Homes 
Toppled by Hundreds. 


HASTY. WORK BROUGHT 
DAMAGE, HE DECLARES 


Hurricane Should Bring Re- 
vision of Building Code, 
‘Writer Asserts. 


A dispatch to the National Lum- 
ber Manufacturers association here 
from J. B. Wand, editor of the 
Southern Lumber Journal, Jackson- 
ville, Fla., throws light on the gen- 
erally interesting question of what 
kinds of house construction stood 
up well during the recent hurricane, 
when the wind attained velocities 
exceeding 100 miles an hour. 

“The character of the construc- 
tion. that prevailed,”’ Wand says, 
“had everything to do with the 
amount of property damage. 
frame houses and shingle roofs 
stood the storm far better than any 
other type of construction used for 
small residences.’ 

Wand thus aricnie the type of 
small house ‘“‘that came through 
with hardly a scratch” 

“Wood studs, “sheathed solidly 
with lumber nailed on diagonally, 
coverad with heavy waterproof felt, 
furred with wood lath 12 inches 
apart on which was nailed a 1-inch 
mesh stucco wire or fabric, covered 
with a rich cement stucco. Woad 
siding stood the test wherever 
found, but there are not Many ex- 
amples of wood siding to be found 
in these cities; but houses of the 
eggshell stucco construction, made 
80 prevalent by the building booms, 
went down like match:-boxes. They 
broke in two and collapsed by the 
hundreds. 

“Thousands of homes throughout 
the storm area were unroofed. It 
appeared the builders made no seri- 
ous effort to tie down the roof be- 
yond tree-nailing the rafters. Roll 
roofing that was cemented 
stood up well, but much of it wa: 
nailed and the wind soon 


finished by ripping off the rafters. 


“Cheap, hasty, speculative bulid . 


ing is responsible for’ most of the 
millions of damage done. But the 
type of shoddy buildings found in| 
the storm area also are common to. 
many other localities in Florida. Out 
of this experience should come a 
general revision of all building 
codes throughout the State.’’

Enroliment in the American Real 
Estate institute has now reached 
1,332, a gain of 207 per cent over 
that of one year ago, according to a

Berlin, Oct. 2 (By A. P.).— 
Former Emperor Wilhelm has eased 
up on his demands from the state 
of Prussia for a cash settlement and 
the return of his castles and es- 
tates, valued at approximately 70.,- 
000,000 marks. His ‘‘agent general 
for royal reparations,’’ Dr. Fred- 
erich von Berg, returning from 
Doorn, announced that the former 
monarch is willing to relinquish his 
claim to a number of castles which 
he considers of cultural and historic 
significance to the German peoples. 
Where these castles are and their 
value is not yet known, but the 
Prussian government appears in- 
clined to resume negotiations, as 
the former kaiser’s new offer repre- 
sents about a 10 per cent decrease 
of his previous claim.

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FUSE INQUIRY TO GHECK 
- PREMATURE DETONATION 


Ordnance Technical Staff 
Finds No Cause for. Ex- 
plosion. in Gun Bore, 


FAIL TO DISCOVER DEFECT 


The technical staff of the army 
erdnance office has ‘considered the 
report of investigation of a prema- 
ture detonation that octurred in a 
‘75-mm. gun at Camp Sparta, Wis- 
consin, last June. The high-explo- 
sive shell detonated in the bore of 
the gun after it had moved about 6 
inches. The gun was destroyed, 
‘but -no personnel were injured. All 
of the facts pertaining to the han- 
dling of the ammunition were ana- 
lyzed carefully, and no abnormality 
was established. Picatinny arsenal, 
New Jersey, will continue examina- 
tion of the fuses used, in order to 
determine whether any defects ex- 
ist that might account for the pre- 
mature. explosion. Premature de- 
tonations were experienced during 
the. world war, and much effort has 
been directed to development of ex- 
plosives and fuses that will elimi- 
nate such accidents. It usually is 
extremely difficult to trace the cause 
of a premature detonation, as evi-* 
dence is destroyed, and careful an- 
alysis of the design or construction 


result in premature detonation. 

The army ordnance depariment Is 
investigating the use of chromium 
plating as a preservative against 
corrosion of certain "parts of ma- 
teriel. ‘The process of electroplat- 
ing of chromium on metal is being 
introduced commercially, and it is 
possible that the process may have 
some useful applications to ord- 
nance material. 

The inside of recuperator mecha- 
nisms of artillery carriages must 
be given a very high polish, and 

evention of corrosion of these fin- 
iched surfaces is quite difficult, al- 
aiceh most important. Chromium 
plating is very durable, and if it 
is possible to electroplate such sur- 
faces the cost of care. and mainte- 
nance of such, parts would be re- 
duced. 

Along iii: lines, experiments 
have been in progress to perfect 
improved packing for use in recup- 
erators of the 8-inch howitzer ma- 
terial now in use. Tests of this im- 
proved packing haves been com- 
pleted at Aberdeen proving. ground, 
Md., with such satisfactory results 
that the new packing has been ap- 
proved. 

A design of a 37-mm., subcaliber 
mount for use with the 155-mm, 
guns has been approved,

Policies that will govern assign- 
ments next year of infantry officers 
to instruction at. army schools have 
been announced by Maj. G én: Rob- 
ert H.-Allen, chief of infantry. 


The advanced course at the in- 
fantry school, Fort Benning, Ga., 
will require about 72 officers, who 
will be selected from the fleld and 
senior captain grades, and they will 
be eligible to enter the command 
and general staff school at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans., at once upon 
graduation, or within three or four 
years thereafter. 

About 170 captains and first lieu- 
tenants will be assigned to the com- 
pany officers’ course at the infantry 
school, and possibly a few second 
lieutenants already on duty at Fort 
Benning, who will be dpe for 
change of station, also may be add- 
ed to the class. 


Other Assignments. 


Approximately twenty infantry 
officers will be sent to the tank 
school at Camp Meade, Md., and 
about the same number to the sig- 
nal school at Fort Monmouth, N. J.

‘‘Permit me in the name of the 
Jewish veterans to thank you for 
your splendid offer of aid in form- 
ing a post in the Capital city, and 
I wish you Godspeed in your no- 
ble efforts. A circular now in print 
explains briefly the reasons for our 
existence and gives visible evidence 
of the things we do and the relief 
we render to our disabled comrades 
regardless of race, creed or color. 

‘“‘When you are finally ready to 
have @ post installed,-Col. Maurice 
Simmons, past commander-in-chief 
of this organization and of the Unit- 
ed Spanish War Veterans, will ac- 
company me to Washington to in- 
stall the officers of your post.”’

There is this human touch of how George Marion, one of the greatest 
stage directors in harness, came to play the part in Miss Bainter’s new 
vehicle: ‘“‘I’ll tell you, Mique,’”’ he said, “It was much easier to play the 
butler than to teach some young fellow how it should be played.”’ 

Though only students may have noticed it, playing of the butler by 
George Marion was one of the deft touches that kept the third act of Zoe 
Akins’ play running an hour and five minutes, the making of time seem 
like the passing of a pleasant dream. From this, it would seem that the 
stage needs today more actors like George Marion.

EW YORK is not necessarily 
N the criterion of the best 

plays of the country, but as 
in these modern days the authors 
and producers look to New York 
as the principal market for their 
wares, it becomes true that that 
city in large part repeats in mini- 
ature the immediate dramatic out- 
put of the country. For this rea- 
son it may be interesting for peo- 
ple of other cities to know what is 
taking place in this metropolis; 
for this reason “Echoes of the New

IT have been spending the sum- 
mer monthS away from the city, 
not away from the theater indeed, 
for one who. has once had the spell 
of the theater cast upon him is 
seldom able to be entirely absent:

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Offers Advice on Homes. 

Capt. Whitehurst has recently re- 
placed Maj. Wheeler on the archi- 
tects advisory council. This coun- 
cil meets every Thursday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock in the District building, 
and anyone may attend the meet- 


ings and have the benefit of the ex- 
pert advice of the city’s best archi- 
tects in the building of their homes. 
This committee concerns itself with 
the external appearance of houses 
and stands ready to give advice 
and suggestions to any who may 
seek its guidance. 

To show how far-reaching is the 
work done by the committee, a re- 
port of the work accomplished was 
requested by the arts section of the 
Commonwealth club, of San Fran- 
cisco, after a talk by the art editor 
of The Washington Post before that 
club last summer. A report was 
sent by Mr. Horace W. Peaselee, 


chairman of the American Institute 


of Architects. Mr. Peaselee says: 

“This movement was initiated 
by the. Washington chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects 
whose members volunteered their 
services to the District govern- 
ment. The official lays each plan 
before the jury and invites con- 
structive criticism as to the ex- 
teriors, with which the general pub- 
lic is concerned. The comments 
made usually concern flagrant 
errors of design and obvious ex- 
amples of bad taste. They almost 
always tend toward elimination and 
simplification rather than toward 
elaboration or increased cost of 
construction. The builders and 
owners were at first in opposition. 
but gradually they came to realize 
that the services were sincerely 
given and worth considering. 

‘‘Perhaps the benefit can best 
be gauged by the most recent man- 
ifestation. Asa result of this pro- 
longed cooperation of arehitects, 
builders and financial interests it 
was possible to stage this year, with 
the aid of a local paper, a model 
home: building demonstration in 
which nine architects and -nine 
‘builders, backed by the architects 
and builders organizations and 
supervised by their representatives, 
carried through to completion nine 
building projects covering various 
types of detached and group proj- 
ects for 27 .. residential units. 
Architecture is called ‘the mother 
of the arts.’

JESUIT HEAD 
IS EULOGIZED 
BY VAN DYKE 


It is an unmistakable sign of the 
religious tolerance of the times that 
the Rev Paul Van Dyke, professor 
of histoty at Princeton university, 
a Presbyterian of Presbyterians, can 
write a thoroughly impartial and 
inspiring life story of Ignatius 
Loyola, the great founder of the 
Jesuit order. 

Van Dyke has ap- 
proached his subject free from all 
sectarian inhibitions and armed 
with a very real understanding of 
and admiration for the man, Loyola. 
His historical sense of justice is an 
ideal one and he discusses mooted 


points with a calm engendered by 4 


a devotion to truth and strict ac- 
curacy of detail. 

Nor is his method in his new 
book “Ignatius Loyola’’ (Charles 
Scribners’ Sons, New York), cur- 
sory in its search for new facts and 
light on those already known to the 
historian. 

Jesuitism has suffered woefully 
through 
lack of data in the many volumes 
written about it from without its 
ranks. Its thanks would seém to 
be due to Prof. Van Dyke for his 
painstaking task tn portraying its 
founder. 

Certainly the life story 
natius Loyola, irrespective of its 
religious aspect, is a fascinating 
one. His was one of the outstand- 
ing figures of the sixteenth century. 
The Renaissancé was at its height 
in western Europe and the whole 
medieval conception of the uni- 
verse was fading away even aa the 
dream which it was. Protestant- 
ism had begun its onward march 
and in its path Loyola lifted the 
banner of the ancient faith. 

The importance of small things 
in our lives is brought out vividly 
in the recital of the fact that it was 
the accidental reading of two re- 
ligious tomes during an _ illness 
which led Ignatius Loyola, a young 
Spanish noblé, to devote his life 
and talents to the church and to 
found an order which has persist- 
ed for many centuries. 

The book is thoroughly readable 
even for those not of the same re- 
ligious faith as its subject. It must 
be regarded as a real addition to 
contemporaneous biography. —

IN “THE FUTURE OF ISRAEL,” 


JAMES WATERMAN WISE 
TELLS OF JEWISH ENDEAVOR 


ao 


In “The Future of Israel,’’ by 
James Waterman Wise, is to be 
found the latest of the valuable lit- 
tle books in Bg Feo and To- 
morrow Series,’’: t product of E. 
P. Dutton & Co.,’‘New York. 

The author approaches his sub- 
ject with complete racial sympathy, 
yet with a thorough understanding 
of world history of the moment. As 
he most truly points out, the Jewish 
question is one of the most per- 
sistent in human history. It is also 
true, as he states, that ‘‘in one way 
or another, the Jew has always dif- 
fered from the world he lived in, 
has somehow maintained his dis- 
tinctness from those among whom 
his lines were cast.’”’ 

With a firmness that should 
arouse admiration the Jew has ever 
felt a spiritual-call to preserve the 
Jewish entity, the Jewish ethic and 
the Jewish ideal intact. Mankind 
has been the gainer by this uncom- 
promising attitude. The Jew has 
found it possible to be a loyal citi- 
zen of two countries, the spiritual 
land of his ancient faith and the 
immediate land of his adoption. 


Quest of Harmony. 


The author points out many facts 
| of the predictions as to the “‘Future 
|of Israel.’’ He declares that the 
Jew, “while not abandoning the 
name or the central concepts of his 
religion, has sought to bring that 
religion in every possible way into 
harmony with the spirit of the new 
age.’ 

There will be many 
| réligionists who will 
Mr. Wise the truth of his statement 
that “Judaism, the religion, has 
|ceased to play a vital part in his 
| (the Jew’s) life.” 

Mr. Wise also declares that this 
|situation does not mean that ‘“‘the 
Jew is any nearer than he ever 
was to the acceptance of the the- 
ology of Christianity. He was 
never further away. For the truth 
of the matter is that the whole 
theological problem does no inter- 
est him very deeply.”’ 

The author says truly that ‘‘the 
Jew will find some comfort in, the 
fact that he is not alone in the 
breakdown of his religious, or 
rather his theological faith. The 
Christian world is faced by the 
same problem.”’ 

A vivid description is given of 
Theodore Herzl, leader of the new 
Zion, who had the vision of the

new Palestine in which should 
come the national rennaissance of 
the people of Israel, a_ theory 
which met with enthusiastic in- 
dorsement from thousands of 
Jews. 

In Palestine was to be created a 
political commonwealth, a haven 
of refuge for the persecuted Jews 
of every country, ‘‘dominantly 
Jewish in its ideals and character.”’ 

The dream was to come true 
sooner evengthan Herzl would 
have believed possible. The world 
war was the weapon which re- 
stored their ancient city of cities 
to the Jews. In 1919, Palestine 
again became a Jewish land. 


Palestine Grows. 


Other writers will write the epic 
of the new Palestine. But Mr. 
Wise has portrayed some of the 
high lights. In the first place, 
Palestine is no longer a healtia 
spot. Its Jewish population has 
trebled in the last six years. More 
than 1,000 industries have been 
installed. A new city or suburb, 
Tel-Aviv, has been founded. A 
common language, the ancient He- 
brew tongue, has been revived, and 
a great Hebrew university has 
been established {n the sacred city 
of Jerusalem. 

As Mr. Wise affirms: ‘“‘The true 
achievements of the new Palestine 
are spiritual. For it has brought 
into the lives of those Jews who 
go there to live a new beauty and 
dignity. There is a new light in 
their eyes, a new song in their 
hearts.” 

And later in the same chapter he 
sums up the entire situation when 
he writes of those Jewish pilgrims: 
“They are laying the cornerstone 
of the new structure of Jewish Hfe. 
And they feel that they must lay 
it well and true. They feel them- 
selves to be more than settlers in 
a new country. They are the 
trustees for Israel of Israel's land. 
They are engaged upon the holiest 
of adventures, the adventure that 
is Palestine.’’ 

The future of Israel is bound up 
in the future of Palestine, accord- 
ing to the author. From it will 
come the flower of Jewish thought 
and culture.

NOVEL TELLS 
HARRIED LIFE 
OF XANTIPPE 


There is a touch of the naive in 
the courage with which ‘‘Mrs. Soc- 
rates,”’ translated py Jacob WwW. 


Hartmann (International Publishb- 
ers, New York), has been written. 
In his delineation of Xantippe, the 
much-harassed wife of the philoso- 
pher, whose ability in the art of 
scolding has made her name a 
classic, the author has fitted the 
ancient incentives and motives for 
Xantippe’s actions as the wife of an 
intellectual epicure and free thinker 
into modern form. 

As a historical novel, the volume 
is a complete success, and should 
find a following among those who 
like to take their history sugar- 
coated. It takes courage to under- 
take such a task. 

The triangle, two women ee one 
man, played an important part ! 
the life of Mrs. Socrates. Aspasia, 
one of the intelligentia and leaders 
of fashion in Athens, although she 
would not marry Socrates herself, 
acts as matchmaker, and secures 
Socrates a wife who will mend his 
socks and keep house for him, and 
prod him along to dispatch the du- 
ties of his daily life. Socrates, who 
feels sorely need of a guardian 
angel, marries Xantippe. It is no 
wonder that Xantippe becomes ex- 
asperated and scolds to‘such a de- 
gree that she made herself a reputa- 
tion which will probably last as long 
as civilization. Socrates lapsed into 
idleness, and deserted his sculptur- 
ing arts—all because Aspasia need 
ed his companionship and attention, 
and besides had told him the bitter 
truth that he was indeed no great 
genuis along this line. 

Xantippe began to suspect that 
Aspasia was, in fact, what we mod- 
erns might term a “husband pi- 
rate.’ 

So Xantippe tensed into the 
breach and became the wage earner 
of the family and used the marble 
blocks Socrates would not use to 
launch herself in the marble busi- 
ness. In the meantime quite in 
modern fashion, Socrates invested 
his all in a project of Aspasia’s hus- 
band and lost it all. 

Socrates, however, kept on in his 
intellectual way-followed by a group 
of young men disciples who regard- 
ed him as the greatest philosopher 
of the time. 

Although Xantippe managed to 
arrange for the flight of the philos- 
opher after his conviction and sen- 
tence to die by poison, Socrates re- / 
fused to go and spent his last hours 
conversing with certain of his dis- 
ciples on the significance of the na- 
tional law for the individual citi- 
zen. 

There is real pathos in the latter 
part of the book telling of the after 
life on Xantippe, an old lame wom- 
an, bent and broken witly sorrow, 
who brought her boy up in the ha- 
tred of knowledge and in ignorance 
of his father, Often this same lad 
heard bitter sobbing, and on her 
death bed the words were gentle 
and of Socrates. She told her.son 
that his father was the best of men, 
but warned him; ‘‘Do not become as 
he; don’t be good; rather be hap- 
py; take the crystal. Pure sunlight 
is fatal. Break it up in colors, that 
it may be pleasing and beautiful.”’

There is probably no household 
task that is more sordid than dish- 
washing, and yet it confronts the 
average housekeeper three times a 
day, Sundays and holidays included. 


With an electric dishwasher, how- 
ever, the handling of greasy cloths 
and towels is dispensed with, and 
it is not necessary to submerge ten- 
der, white hands in hot, soapy 
water. ° 

Furthermore, the well-ordered 
household arranges ae schedule 
whereby dishes are washed but 
once a day—after breakfast each 
morning, with the dishes from 
luncheon and dinner the day be- 
fore, which had already been 
stacked and put out of sight in the 
washer. In this way dishes from 
all three meals are washed, dried 
and put away in less than.ten min- 
utes’ time. 


Some Held Luxuries. 


Some electric labor-saving de- 
vices may still be considered ‘‘luxu- 
ries,’’ but every wise woman will 
see to it that her washing, iron- 
ing, dishwashing and cleaning are 
done electrically from the start, in 
order that a portion of her day 
may be devoted to interest outside 
the round of household tasks. 

Her laundry and her kitchen 
must be supplied with labor savers 
at the very start, and in her bed- 
room she will insist upon enough 
convenience outlets to permit the 
use of electric curling iron, vibra- 
tor, violet ray and heating pad. 

Electricity in the new home will 
bring added beauty as well as com- 
fort and convenience. The modern 
woman has too long dreamed of 
her own home to be satisfied with 
makeshift equipment. She insists 
that it shall be basically correct as 
to fitting——the trimmings can come 
afterward.

REVAMPING OF OUTPUT 


Manufacturers, Distributors 
and Consumers Cooperate to 
Benefit of All Concerned.

Perhaps in view of the fact that 
the terms ‘‘simplification’’ and 
“standardization” are misunder- 
stood in many trades and indus- 
tries which have not taken up the 
subject for investigation, it may be 
well to first glance briefly at what 
may be termed the negative side 
of the proposition. 

Mention, simplification or stand- 
ardization of his product to the av- 
erage manufacturer in any line who 
is not familiar with the commercial 
meaning of these terms, and he will 
shake his head and say it can not 
be applied to his line, and he will 
proceed to tell you why, basing his 
viewpoint on what he thinks these 
words mean, and invariably arriv- 
ing at a conclusion which backs up 
his viewpoint. 

The first idea that occurs to a 
manufacturer not familiar with sim- 
plification is that, in some way put- 
ting the plan in operation will cur- 
tail his busines or otherwise place 
him at a disadvantage with his com- 
petitors. 

An instance is exemplified with- 
in the write’s knowledge. Some 
time ago the division of simplified 
practice of the Department of Com- 
merce, noting there were 130 dif- 
ferent varieties of range boilers on 
the market, asked the manufactur- 
ers of these lines why this was nec- 
essary. One of the largest manu- 
facturers said, with emphasis: 

“We've got to have them— 
there’s a demand for them all— 
some want one kind and some an- 
other. We could not possibly cut 
down to fewer kinds—it’s out of 
the question!’’ 

Within six months, after several 
conferences with the officials of the 
Department of Commerce and 
among themselves, the manufactur- 
ers of range boilers discarded 117 
of the 130 kinds, and are today 
producing but 13 varieties. And 
the manufacturers, who so strenu- 
ously objected, were the most en- 
thusiastic converts to simplifica- 
tion. Best of all, every range boil- 
er manufacturer in the United 
States is making more money than 
ever before. 


Confusion as to Word's Meaning. 


There is and has been consid- 
erable confusion as to the real sig- 
nificance of simplification. In its 
broad sense simplification is funda- 
mentally an economic movement— 
a very effective means of elimi- 
nating much of the valuable waste 
in industry and trade. It is based 
on commercial expediency rather 
than on scientific fact. 

Simplification is developed from 
the best practice and judgment of 
an industry or individual establish- 
ment. Facts vitally are necessary, 
but production and sales records, 
coupled with a true picture of the 
consumers’ needs, usually are suf- 
ficient for constructive simplifica- 
tion action. 

Simplification sufficiently is 
elastic to accommodate varying in- 
dustrial and marketing conditions. 
It facilitates development and ad- 
-Vancement and has no tendency to 
stifle individuality. Simplification 
does not preclude standardization 
im any line of industry. Simplifi- 
cation, while comprehending a very 
definite and real purpose right- 
fully may be regarded as comple- 
mentary to standardization and 
scientific research. 

Dr. Ray M. Hudson, chief of the 
division of simplification of fhe 
Department of Commerce, has 
furnished a statement of what 
simplification means to the plumb- 
ing and heating industries, which 
will make clear how the practice 
works out im action and tend to 
remove any uncertainty or misun- 
derstanding, The following ~ ex- 
planation is prepared by E. L. 
Priest, assistant to Dr. Hudson: 

‘In these days of the development 
of the plumbing art toa degree which 
would have made Caesar green with 
envy, the plumbing industry has a 
number of important problems. 
Some of these include handicaps 
arising. from the size of investment 
in stocks, both of material, tools 
and equipment; the lack of uni- 
formity in items which should be 
comparable; the lack of standards 
as to nomenclature, the difficulty 
of making estimates which shall! be 
so exact_as to insure a fair return on 
the material and time spent on any 
contract. 

“Some steps are being made to- 
ward the solution of these prob- 
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lems which have a vital interest to, 
every plumbing engineer and work- | 
man. Part of the solution is being 
rot in simplified practice, as it Is 


being developed by various indus-. 


tries in cooperation with the div 


sion of simplified practice 
Department of Commerce. 


steps toward this end are destined . 
to be heard from when pending pre- 
liminary work is done. 

“Before we consider at length 
what is being done, let us fix clear- | 
ly in our minds what simplified | 
practice means. Briefly, it is a. 
common sense method of doing on 
a large scale what every individual 
business man would like to do by 
himself—if he were not afraid of 
his competitors. It consists of 38| 
study of just how many different | 
kinds, sizes, models and other! 
items are madé of any commodity. 
It embodies a study of what ‘the 
demand is for each of these items, 
as shown by sales records of the 
producers and distributors. With 
these figures in hand, the  pro- 
ducers, consumers and distributors 
get together to decide to what ex-| 
tent they can eliminate the slow- | 
moving, the seldom-called-for or ob- | 
sOlete goods, the items which dif-| 
fer so little in dimension that there | 
is no value in such variations, 
either from the standpoint of art 
or utility, and the items which are 
nade, sold or used as ‘specials.’ 

“As the division was created by 
Secretary Hoover, it was charged 
with but one major duty—to help 
industries solve their problems. 
No powers of inquisition were given. 
But if a group of menin anindustry, 
whether they were makers, distribu- 
tors or users, felt that by coopera- 
tion they could make their business 
more effective, the division was 
eager to help them. 


Thirteen Sizes Adopted. 


“The reduction of excess variety 
never has been done by the division. 
It has been done by the industrial 
group itself—following out the 
viewpoint of Secretary Hoover that 
it is industry’s duty to solve its own 
problems, through its own experi- 
ence and technical knowledge, 
rather than the duty of government 
to interfere. And after the reduc- 
tion of variety has been decided 
upon by unanimous action of all 
three parties—the maker, the dis- 
tributor and the user—their forma! 
acceptance of such a simplified 
practice program is their pledge of 
good faith. If they do not want to 
observe their own acceptance of this | 
program, there can be no compul- 
sion. They penalize themselves and | 
their fellows by retarding the bene- | 
fits which accrue from:such elimina: | 
tions. 

“Let us consider for a moment 
the matter of range boilers, which 
have been simplified under this 
program. Formerly there were 
made 130 different sizes, capacities 
and varieties. The extent of this 
variation was not realized until a 
survey was made by the division 
at the request of the industry. And 
this survey revealed something 
else that had been considered a 
more or less necessary evil——that 
the tappings were not uniform. To 
cut the pipe in the shop meant the 
chance that the measurements 
would not be exact, and often much 
time was spent on the job making 
the necessary cuttings. 

“When the makers, the distribu- 
tors and the users got together, it 
was found most of the demand was 
concentrated on a few sizes. The 
result of the conference was that 
thirteen sizes were adopted as the 
‘recognized sizes’ for use. These 
recommendations not only provided 
fcr given dimensions for certain ca- 
pacities, but also developed stand- 
ard tappings. Much of the’ work 
could be done in the. shop rather 
than on the job. The result——time 
saved, material saved and a better 
job done. 

“For the larger jobs»—hot-water 
storage tanks—this fame type of 
action was developed with the divi- 
sion’s cooperation. The result was 
the adoption of 14 sizes to replace 
120, which were formerly obtain- 
able. Uniform capacities and stand- 
ard tappings again hold the oppor- 
tunity for economies of time and 
material, | 


of th 


Replacement Done Faster. 


“In both these cases the matter 
of replacement and repair deserves 
a word of consideration, for it is 
obvious that with standard tappings 
and uniform sizes for given capac- 
ities, replacement will be done in 
fast time. And one resylt, which 
is not of direct money value, is the 
good will of the consymer who has 
benefited from this interchangeabil- 
ity. It is also interesting to note 
that working pressures have been 
adopted, one for ‘gtandard’ and one 
for an ‘extra standard,’ and that 
these working pressures are being 
stenciled on each range boiler or 
hot-water storage tank. 

“When the pJumbing supply 
dealer has to carry only the smaller 
number of tanks it is plain he can 
give the plumber much faster de- 
livery as well as giving better qual- 
ity goods. 

“Another fleld which has adopted 
simplified practice recommenda- 
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tions and which enters into the 
plumbing trade is the slate industry. 
There had been almost no uni- 
formity of dimensions, shapes, types 
or other items in slate used in san- 
itary engineering before this. pro- 
gram was undertaken. Today the 
‘recognized sizes’ provide adequate 
variety and yet retain uniformity of 
dimensions, which will enable the 
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ENGINEERS INDORSE 
NATIONAL PLUMBING 
CODE IN CONVENTION 


American Society of Sanitary 
Engineering Acts on Rules 
to Govern Industry. 


MANY. PLUMBERS OPPOSE 
PLAN. OF REGULATIONS 


Organization Pledges Itself to 
Work for Adoption by 
State Legislatures. 


The national plumbing code pro- 
posed by the Department of Com- 
merce two years ago, providing for 
uniform rules. governing the instal- 
lation of plumbing fixtures through- 
out the United States was indorsed 
by the American Society of Sanitary 
Engineering in convention at the 
Lee house last week. 


This code, drawn up by the com- 
mittee on plumbing of the division 
of simplified practices of the De- 
partment of Commerce in coopera- 
tion with the committee on stand- 


Plumber to give the utmost of serv- 
ice. 

“When the makers of brass lay- 
atory and sink traps came to the 
division for cooperation there were 
hundreds of varieties being made. 
No one knew exactly how many 
possible combinations could _ be 
bought. No one knew just how 
many were being used. But after 
the surveys had been completed it 
was shown that 1,114 possible com- 
binations could be purchased. The 
result was thatthe 72 were adopted. 
“Then, too, simplifications have 
been made in other flelds,. which 
cover some of the tools of. the 
plumbing craft. Files and rasps., 
reduced from.1,351 to 496 sizes 
and varieties, are among these; and 
forged tools reduced from 665 to 
314 constitute another group. 


Committees at Work. 


“These are only steps in the gen- 
eral direction of cutting down 
waste, in making it possible for 4 
manufacturer to do more business 
on a smaller capital, to make his 
plant operations more constant and 
to improve the quality of the prod- 
uct. For the distributor, the ques- 
tion of whether he prefers to stock 
14 or 13 items in a line like range 
boilers or hot-water tanks as 
against 130 or 140 without simpli- 
fication is one which admits of but 
One answer. His investment, his 
handling and warehousing charges, 
his stock control and other factors 
of his very life in business are so 
directly affected that he is invari- 
ably for it. Advantages to the user 


‘have already been enumerated. 


“Now, just for a moment, con- 


‘sider some of the matters which are 


under consideration by various in- 
dustries. In the field of vitrified 
sanitary ware a committee is at 
work to discover how roughing in 
dimensions may be standardized. 
This committee has definitely de- 
cided on what it will recommend 
as to the definitions of blemishes 
and what shall'constitute a regular 
grade and what shall be considered 
‘cull.’ The results of this work will 
be a protection to the plumber as 
well as to his customer. 

“Another committee is at work 
on -various matters entering into 
the heating engineering field, and 
has made great preliminary prog- 
ress. Still others are working on 
valves and fittings and a number of 
other subjects which will improve 
the service to the plumber and en- 
able him to give his customers bet- 
ter jobs.’”’ .

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'ardization of the National Associa- 


tion of Master Plumbers, would rev- 
olutionize plumbing practices in’ the 
United States, and it has the oppo- 


sition of a gteat portion of the 
plumbing industry. In the face of 
this opposition, the Society of Sani- 
tary Engineering yesterday pledged 
itself to work for its adoption by 
the State legislatures this. year. 
Plans for an intensive campaign to 
this end were discussed. 
Differences in local conditions 
confronted in the installation of 
plumbing is the chief objection 
raised to the proposed national cade. 


Pleads for Indorsement. 


In a plea for the indorsement of 
this code made by William C. Gro- 
eniger, consulting sanitary engi- 
neer of Columbus, Ohio; he sum- 
marized the chief objections of the 
Plumbing industry to the code as 
folfows: 

“The great difference in condi- 
tions in different localities require 
a entirely different code of prac- 
tice. 

“That no man outside of his own 
locality can be considered an ex- 
perienced expert on the question of 
national plumbing requirements. 

“Therefore, since a few code- 
makers do not know all about the 
peculiarities of hundreds of thou- 
sands of cities and villages and ru- 
ral districts in America, how can 
they prepare a plumbing code or a 
sanitary code suitable to all from 
a practical standpoint?’’ 

In reply to these objections, Mr. 
Groeniger said: ‘‘Practical plumb- 
ing installed in accordance with 
certain natural laws is applicable 
to plumbing practices always and 
everywhere. No human agency 
can change it. Plumbing systems 


that are designed and installed ac- | 


cording to natural laws will work 
equally well anywhere—up North, 


down South, on top of the highest | 
mountains or down in the valleys | 


below the sea. 
Business No Mystery. 


“There is no mystery, nor is the 
plumbing business so complex that 
any man outside. of his own local- 
ity cannot be considered an experi- 
enced expert on the question of na- 


tional plumbing requirements,’’ the | 


speaker continued. “If this were 


= 
true, then the plumbing business or 
an individual plumber or corpora- 
tion would be confined to his or its 
own locality. We have sev- 
eral large plumbing and heat- 
ing contractors in Columbus who 
have proven that it is not impossi- 
ble for a concern to operate suc- 
cessfully in all parts of the United 
States.’’ 

The speaker admitted that there 
were differences between cold and 
hot climates affecting plumbing in- 
stallation but he asserted that the 
differences of -climate did not 
change afty of the fundamentals in 
plumbing fractice. 

“The intensity and duration of 
frost em®@ ize the protection 
needed in the North,” Mr, Groe- 

out. “Geographical

“The general regulations 
reference to workmanship,’ the 
quality and weight of materials, 
the method of making joints and 
connections, the kind of traps, the 
kind of material permitted for 
plumbing fixtures, the size of the

‘house drains and house sewers, do 


not require different plumbing in- 
stallation. Good plumbing, prac- 
tical plumbing, safe plumbing is 
the same everywhere.” 

In closing his address, Mr. 
Groeniger said: ‘“‘The plumbing in- 
dustry does not sense the value of 
a national code. Time will square 
the account as time always has, 
and rectify the sense of value that 
now appears lacking.”’

Mr. Erskine believes the present

important price changes. “In 
my judgment, automobile prices 
will hang around -present lev- 
els,’ he stated.

Manufacturers Throw Huge 
Business Annually to Cot- 
ton- Textile Industry. 


PRODUCT IS APPLIED 
TO ELIMINATE NOISES 


Much of Cloth Also Used in 
Motoring Clothes and Camp 
Equipment. 


Automobile manufacture calls 
upon the cotton-textile industry an- 
nually for more than 226,000,000 
square yards of tire fabrics alone, 
according to latest figures secured 
by the Association of Cotton Textile 
Merchants of New York. Approxi- 
mately $63,000,000 is paid for this 
material. 

This item, however, is only one 
of many cotton products used in the 
manufacture of a completed car. 
According to the National Automo- 
bile Chamber! of ‘Commerce, cotton 
‘makes possible the present Ameri- 
can-made car, and the use by it of 
cotton is*increasing in proportion to 


the growth of the automobile in- 
dustry. 


Use Much of Product. 


For example, the manufacture of 
4,336,754 motor vehicles in 1925 
called for the use of 108,950,000 
square feet of imitation leather for 
tops and coverings, the whole basis 
of which is cotton. Cotton fabrics 
contributed to the 30,285,000 yards 
of upholstery cloth to make passen- 
ger cars attractive and comfortable. 
Top and side curtains called for 20,- 
810,000 yards of materials in which 
cotton textiles were an important 
component. 

Entire automobile bodies are now 
made of materials of which cotton 
is the base. In this construction 
cotton wadding about a quarter 
inch in thickness is applied over 
wooden frames supported by ex- 
panded metal-lath. 

Leather cloth fabricated entirely 
of cotton except for the varnish-like 
top dressing completes the struc- 
ture. It is claimed for these ‘‘cot- 
ton’’ car bodies that they eliminate 
the drumming noises caused by 
vibration in metal bodies. 


Enamel Finished. 


The modern awtomobile would 
not be what it is without cotton, 
which provides tire fabries, wheel 
coverings, seat linings and back- 
ing, fan belts, check straps, door 
straps, gaskets, pedal linings, plain 
and coated upholstery. for sides, 
seats and tops, closed car roofs and” 
open car tops, curtains, window 
linings, brake lining, steering post 
covers and cloth for rear and side 
boxes, used as trunk carriers. 

The enamel on higher-class. cars 
now is a product of cotton, manu- 
factured by a process akin to the 
chemistry by which celluloid and 
rayon are made. The finish is un- 
affected by heat, water or acid, and 
will not easily scratch. 

Cotton cloth also responds to the 
increased demand for clothing suit- 
able to automobiling. Men, women 
and children who go by auto for 
their vacations and daily outings 
use cotton apparel in increasing 
quantity. Khaki costumes are made 
entirely of cotton, and cotton is 
consumed in enormous amounts in 
the manufacture of tenis and tar- 
pauMn for campers.

ALLOY PARTS GIVE 
LONG LIFE 10 AUTO 


Metal Must Be Treated to De- 
velop Hardness, Says 
Metallurgist. 


What gives a motor car dependa- 
bility, endurance and long life? 


According to the chief metallur- 
gist of the largest mill that supplies 
alloy steels to motor -car builders, 
the cars that have earned the best 
reputations for dependability, en- 
durance and long life, under such 
rough, hard service as furnishing 
transportation to the army and to 
explorers far beyond civilization’s 
frontiers, owe their good names to 
the shock-and-wear-resisting prop- 
erties of the heat-treated alloy 
steels used in their vital parts. 

Avoiding technical terms of the| 
metallurgist and engineer, he ex- | 
plained why alloy steels are used | 
for vital parts of the good motor car 
or truck. . 

There are two fundamental re- | 
quirements to long life in motor | 
cars, this expert brought out: 

First, the steel, selected for a part 
must have the proper composition 
or chemical analysis for that part. 
Second, it must be treated to de- 
velop the correct degree of hard- 
mess, strength and shock-resisting 
ability. 

“Of these two desired qualities 
the most important to safety is 
ability to resist shock, and it is in 
this characteristic that the proper 
alloy steel is so far superior to any 
carbon steel. ’ 

“Correct composition and correct 
heat treatment play the same part 
in production of the vital parts of 


‘and 2 feet deep. 


an automobile that the proper pro- 
portioning of ingredients, proper 
mixing and proper baking play in 
the making of bread, rolls and 
pastry. 


Green Metal No Good. 


‘It is no more possibe to make 
from cheap carbon steel a steering 
knuckle, steering connection, axle 


shaft or exhaust valve that pos- 
sesses maximum safety and endur- 
ance than it is to make fine pies, 


cakes and pastry from ordinary 
bread dough. 
the metallurgist and the pastry 
cook depends upon exact control 
of the baking as much as upon the 
materials. 

“The alloy steel bar as it comes 
from the steel mill, the alloy steel 
forging as it comes from the giant 
hammers, the ‘green’ gear or other 
alloy steel part which has just 
been machined, does not possess 
these two essential characteristics 
any more than if made of cheap 
carbon steel.’’ 

At the request of Raphael 
Semmes, president of Semmes Mo- 
tor Co., local dealer, Dodge Broth- 
ers engineering department has 
supplied some interesting informa- 
tion regarding the amount of alloy 
steel used in their motor cars. 

“According to these figures,” 
says Mr. Semmes, “more than 465 
pounds of costly chrome vanadium 
steel are purchased for making the 
vital parts of each Dods Brothers 
chassis. The other torgings in 
each chassis require less.,than 175 
pounds of open hearth carbon 
steel. 

‘“‘Now Dodge Brothers are using

Electric Bed Floods 
Sleeper With Rays 


An “electric light’’ bed has been 
constructed and used by a Wash- 
ington physician, who claims that 
it has given him better general 
health and has apparently elimina- 
ted colds. 

An ordinary bed is used, and 
above it is suspended an inverted 
box about 7 feet long, 2 feet wide 
This box is slung 
on window sash weights, by which 
it can be lowered toward the mat- 
tress. Inside the box are 8 to 10 
electric lights. When retiring at 
night the doctor stretches out on 
the mattress, nude, and allows the 
lights to bathe his body. A ther- 
mostat, set by the sleeper before 
retiring, turns off the light when 


the heat warms the bed above the, 


set temperature and turns them on 
when it gets too cold. A rheostat 
allows the sleeper to turn the cur- 
rent to varying intensities. 

The arrangement is said to rest 
on the theory that in the earlier 
evolutionary period of man no 
clothing was used and sunlight 
constantly warmed the skin and set 
the blood in motion.

FIXED FOR AUTOISTS. 
IN MASOAGHUSETTD

Light Models to Pay $29 
Yearly Under State’s New 
Compulsory Law. 


After months of estimates and 
compilation of figures the new auto- 
mobile liability insurance rates, 
which will be put into effect when 
the Massachusetts compulsory in- 
surance laws become operative on 
January 1, have been announced by 
Commissioner of Insurance Wesley 
A. Monk. The rates were a distinct 
surprise to motorists and insurance 
men'talike, as they appear to be 5 to 
25 per cent lower than the existing 
rates for the same class of coverage. 

By announcing the new rates and 
the schedules and classifications 
which govern them, the commis- 
sioner said that he has set up three 
districts in the State for insurance 
purposes instead. of the present 
eight districts. Estimates furnished 
by the commissioner indicate that 
the new law will add $18,000,000 
a year at the outset to gross pre- 
miums for automobile insurance in 
the Bay State. 

The largest decrease in’ rates is 
in metropolitan Boston, where, ac- 
cording to the commissioner, rates 
have been altogether too high. On 
the other hand, rates in many rural 
sections have frequently been too 
low, it was pointed out. 

For rating purposes private pas- 
senger automobiles have been classi- 
fied in three groups, determined by 
the list price, size, power and con- 
trollability of each car. In metro- 
politan Boston light models will 
take a rate of $29.

Heavier and larger cars will cost 
their owners $39 in insurance pre- 
miums in the Boston territory. The 
heaviest types will be assessed an 
additional $5 in the Boston area. 

One surprise of the new rates 
was the announcement that taxicabs 
would be rated on a mileage basis. 
Taxicabs in the Boston district must 
pay $0.0175 a mile, with a mini- 
mum rate a car of $150 a year. 
Rural taxicabs will pay only $0.125 
a mile, or a minimum of $100 a car 
a year. 

Bus owners will be subject to the 
greatest burden under the new law. 
Buses carrying more than 20 pas- 
sengers and operating in the Boston 
metropolitan area will have to pay 
$580 a year. The rate shrinks to 
$470 for the same size buses in 
rural sections, and to $260 for 
buses carrying six to seven passen- 
gers in the rural sections. 

In the elaborate schedule of rates 
made public, even lawn mowers 
came in for attention. They are in 
the same class as farm tractors, and 
carry a rate of $5 in the Boston 


area. The same rate applies to 
them in the rural districts. 
Motorcycles were given a rate of 
from $11 to $29, depending on the 
territory in which they operate.

INSTALLMENT I. 


CONVENTIONAL prelude to 
Woodrow Wilson’s roman- 
tic political leap requires 
some outline of the-condi- 
tions of the men responsible 
for the amazing drama. 

Born in Virginia in 1856, Wilson 
spent virtually all of his ed goat in 
Georgia and the Carolinas until he en- 
tered Princeton as a student in 1875. 
He had never attended a public school, 
but had gone to private schools, includ- 
ing a few months at Davidson college 
in North Carolina. His greatest teacher 
was his father, the Rev. Joseph Ruggles 
Wilson, one of life’s kindly old philoso- 
phers, remarkable for his diction, and 
more remarkable, perhaps,.for the fact 
that, although his salary as a Presby- 
terian preacher was never in excess of 
$800 a -year, he managed to keep 
Thomas Woodrow Wilson at various 
educational institutions until he was 28 
vears of age. 

Following his: graduation at Prince- 
ton in 1879, and his graduation in ’82 
at the University of Virginia, in 1882 
W oodrow—he dropped Thomas when 
he became a lawyer—had tried practic- 
ing in Atlanta. But a few months later 
he was at Johns Hopkins, resuming his 
studies. While there he married the 
charming Ellen Axson, of Georgia, who 
played such a great part in his life. 
For brief periods he taught at Johns

privileged class. 

Writing his impressions of the Blue Ridge 
mountain folk in the Outlook of September 
29, Mr. Seitz concludes, ‘‘Under the Volstead 
act, the Blue Ridge, the Massanuttens. and 


the Appalachians might well be called the 


Mountains of the Moon, with ‘shine’ added. 
Once remorselessly hunted by ‘revenuers,’ 
the amateur whisky makers now constitute a 
class .that is almost privileged and instead 
of selling the smoky output of their stills 
at plebeian prfces, they can now command 
for ‘moonshine’ figures that. are fabulous 
compared with what they once were, when 
beating the excise tax was the sole ‘source 
of profit, and added but little to the market 
value of corn. The absence of any regularly 
made ‘corn’ whisky earns it a premium from 
those whose palates do not care for imported 
Scotch, which comes in from the seaboard, 
and the supply nowhere equals the demand. 
The convenient method of trade is to leave 
a $10-bill on a stump with a gallon jug be- 
side it in the wilderness. After a discreet 
period the jug will be found full and the yel- 
lowback gone. Compared with the ‘moon- 
shine’ of ‘revenue’ days, the quality of the 
distillate seems much better. Some of it 
might be mistaken for Benedictine by an un- 
cultivated palate.

HUMAN VALUES 


Fred Kelly, 
writes: 

A large insurance company has been com- 
piling figures to show the actual economic 
value of human beings. The figures show 
that in a family having an income of $2,500, 
it will cost the parents $7,238 to bring a child 
into the world and raise it to the age of 18. 
Indeed, the actual cost to the community asa 
whole is even more, for allowance must be 
made for human wastage: To raise 88,264 
children to age 18, it is necessary that the 
community pay for the birth and partial rear- 
ing of 100,000 children. Besides, there is 
the interest on investment. This brings the 
total to $10,047 for each 18-year-old child. 
Even then nothing has been figured for the 
value of time devoted to children by mothers. 

Now, then, having invested $10,047 jn a 
child, what is the economic return to be? Ac- 
cording to the insurance company’s figures, 
average earnings of an individual at 18 are 
$963. At that age life expectancy is 46.6 
years. His estimated future earnings above 
expenses are $28,654.

Dr. Pearl thus presents his conclusions 
from this-tissue culture work in the new Bri- 
tannica article: 

‘It may fairly be said that the potential 
immortality of all essential cellular elements 
of the body either has been fully demon- 
strated, or has been carried far enough to 
make the probability very great, that prop- 
erly conducted experiments would demon- 
strate the continuance of the life of these 
cells in culture to an indefinite extent. It is 
not to be expected, of course, that such tis- 
sues as hair or nails would be capable of in- 
dependent life, but these are essentially un- 
important tissues in the animal economy, as 
compared with those of the heart, the ner- 
vous system, the kidneys, 

“Generalizing the results of the tissue cul- 
ture work of the last two decades it is highly 
probable that the cells of all the essential 
tissues of the metazoan body are potentially 
immortal, when placed separately under such 
conditions as to supply appropriate food in 
the right amount, and to remove promptly 
the deleterious products of metabolism,”

SEQUENCE PHONE SERVICE | 


To facilitate buying or selling by long-dis- 
tance telephone, many business concerns now 
furnish the telephone people lists of those 
with whom they wish to talk more or less 
regularly. Long-distance calls filed in this 
way are known as “sequence calls.’’ Tickets 
for each name are made in advance of the 
calling with all the information necessary. 
After such a list is filed it is only necessary, 
in the larger Cities, to call the ‘‘sequence 
clerk’ and ask to have calls made to those 
on the entire list or parts of it. 

Calling by sequence usually starts early in 
the business day. A large fish dealer of the 
Fulton fish market, New York city, starts 
selling his product about 6:30 in the morn- 
ing. There is keen competition in this busi- 
ness. On some calls the operator occasionally 
reports, ‘“‘Refuses to talk.’”’ The dealer then 
knows that his prospect has already been 
sold and a connection would merely waste 
time and money. Speed, of course, is the 


first essential of satisfactory service to these 
dealers. 

Wholesale produce dealers are another 
group who are extensive users of sequence 
service. Many of thése firms have their calls 
coded by number. The “sequence clerk” at 
the long-distance office is called and a request 
made to talk on calls 1, 3. 5, 8, 11, ete. Talk 
ing can be started almost immediately. 
signing a code number.to each ticket aids the 
operator, especially when calls are placed to 
persons or firms with such names is Cicolella., 
Karnofsky, Bergerhof, Aiello and Infusino. 

Financial houses are regular users of se 
quence service in floating large issues of se- 
curities. Calls are made to banks through- 
out the country from Portland, Maine, to 
Seattle, Wash. A midwestern financial house 
in bringing out a new bond issue filed 47 
calls. Of this number 45 were talked on. 
resulting in over $82,000 worth of securitles 
sold.

To man alone has been given dominion over 
the three elements, earth, air and water, and 
it is but a few vears since he conquered the 
air. It appears to have been Mother Nature’s 
plan that none ef her lesser children should 
have the mastery of more than two of these 
elements. A great host are practically con- 
fined to one, as the larger mammals of the 
earth, and the fish and mammals of the sea. 
But there are many that move freely on land 
and in the air, or in the water and in the air; 
or on land and in the water. 

Thus there are birds which spend much of 
their time on the earth and move freely about 
on the earth, but at the same time are strong 
of wing and fly freely. Some of our best 
known game birds, such as the grouse, quail 
and wild turkey, are among ethese. Then 
there are birds, such as various members of 
the sea fowl tribe, which can fly swiftly over 
long distances, but spend a great portion of 
their time on the water and are wonderful 
divers and swimmers under water.

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SEWING MADE EASY.

the true fighter’s cold and merciless 
fury. His arrogant methods alienated 
many who might have otherwise helped 
with the reform. But it was both his 
weakness and his strength to take a 
worthy cause and divert it into a per- 
sonal quarrel. 

Cleveland was one of those with 
whom Wilson fought and afterward 
kept eternally at grips. Yet Cleveland’s 
own son, Richard Cleveland, refused to 
accept membership in one of the clubs 
and led a movement that resulted in 
keeping other desirable students out. 
Henry Van Dyke, whom Wilson later 
made Minister to ‘the.Netherlands,. told 
an. alumni. gathering in Philadelphia 
that, the quadrangle plan had been 
found impracticable by Cleveland before 
his death.

T was not the abolition of the clubs 
that Grover Cleveland had opposed 


but the diverting of_great sums of 
money from the projected Graduate col- 
lege for the inauguration of the procep- 
torial or quadrangle’s system to replace 
the clubs. 

Cleveland felt that Wilson had _sol- 
emnly pledged financial support to Dean 
Andrew F. West of the Graduate col- 
lege, who had been largely instrumental 
in’ influencing Cleveland to . make 
Princeton his home. As the intimate 
associate and neighbor of West, Cleve- 
land became chairman of .the special 


committee named by the board ,of’ 


trustees of the university for the Grad- 
uate college. 

West had in 1906 refused the presi- 
dency of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in order to remain at 
Princeton and push the Graduate col- 
lege. Wilson had encouraged West to 


remain and had contributed a preface 
to the West prospectus for the Gradu- 
ate college, unqualifiedly indorsing the 
project. : 

When subsequently pressed for an 
explanation of his change of front, Wil- 
son stated that the preface had been 
written before he had read the book 
itself. It was later publicly asserted, 
and not denied, that West had a copy 
of the proofs of the book itself an- 
notated in Wik on’s handwriting. 

The call to Massachusetts was at 
double the salary that Princeton was 
paying West but the Princeton trustees 
begged him to reject it and promised 
West in writing that they would imme- 
diately begin helping him to institute 
the Graduate college. 

Within eight months Wilson had 
brought forward his preceptorial plan, 
which would cost: $100,000 a year to 
maintain and must, indefinitely side- 
track the Graduate college. That was 
the’ shift that provoked the disagree- 
ment with West and ruptured so many 
ties.

WHY VOLCANOES ERUPT

Dr. Thomas A. Jaggar, volcanologist at 
Kilauea on the Island of Hawaii, took time 
off from his labors of studying the cause of 
the recent overflow of lava from Mauna Loa, 
which wiped out a village on its way down 


the slopes to the Pacific ocean, to go before - 


the Pan-Pacific Science council at Honolulu 
‘and explain why a volcano becomes eruptive. 
‘“The subject is one which I enter upon with 
difidence,” said Dr. Jaggar. ‘I will try to 
tell you what happened to cause the ex- 
plosion in the. crater of Kilauea in May, 
1924, when the firé pit suddenly went on a 
rampage and exploded. To do.so it is neces- 
sary to review the happenings from a physical 
point of view. In 1919 Halemaumau had a 
great flow of lava down to the sea, the cul- 
mination of a series of happenings which 
had been apparent for two years. When the 
lava reached the top it was the climax of a 
great rise marking a cycle of about nine 
‘years, and both volcanoes flowed lava at 


It was evident that something had re- 
leased this. gas. In 1920 there was a decline 
face of five’ hundred. foot, and. sebled, Steelt 
four or five | “and se Ate 
wax. | | e lava showed itself 
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in some fashion by the retirement of the 
lava into that great ridge that we call Hawaii.

In order 
to come down from her pedestal, Miss le 
Clere points out, she must repudiate her 
claim—assuimed at the dictation of man—to 
a virtual monopoly of the qualities of abnega- 
tfon, devotion, unselfishness, self-sacrifice, 
and self-denial. 

“Fifty years from now men will repeat 
their eternal ‘man’s love is of man’s life a 
thing apart, ’tis woman’s whole existence’ in 
somewhat more faltering accents’ than they 
have done hitherto; for while vivid outside 
interests will not in the least affect a woman’s 
power to love, they will-certainly make her
